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THE BROTHERS THOMAS AND JOHN CHADWICK OF WATERTOWN

in this collaboration the examination of the manu- 
script records of Connecticut was conducted by Miss 
Boyd, that of Middlesex County, Massachusetts, by Mr.

There were, of 
course, other Chadwick families in Massachusetts at the 
same time, who may or’may not have been related to 
these.

ies, p. 151, but we have not found evidence to connect 
the lines here described with the others. 

C. E. Banks, The Planters of the Commonwealth, p.68, 
lists among the passengers on the Zouch Phenix in May 
1624 the names of Charles Chadwick and wife Elizabeth 
who afterwards settled at Watertown. On 5 Jan. 1679/80 
Charles Chadwick of Watertown and Elizabeth his wife, 
who signed by mark, conveyed a 99-acre farm to their 
kinsmen Thomas and John Chadwick [Middlesex Deeds, 7: 
359, rec. 9/3/1681]. The same Charles Chadwick of Wat- 
ertown, yeoman, conveyed to Nicholas Fissenden of Cam- 
(bridgje, glover, on 25 Dec. 1677 [ibid., 8:263, rec. 
1/11/(16 982), No other deeds of this Charles Chadwick 
were found in Middlesex County, and the deed cited a- 
bove is the only one in that county in which Thomas 
Chadwick appears as either grantor or grantee. Charles 
Chadwick, aforesaid, died at Watertown on 10 Apr. 1682, 
aet. 86, and his widow was probably the Elizabeth Chad- 
wick who married Thomas Fox on 24 Apr. 1683 at Water- 
town. 

Charles Chadwick's will, dated at Watertown on 30 
June 1681, probated 15 July 1682 [Middlesex probate 
file 4099], names his wife Elizabeth, his kinsman Thom- 
as Chadwick who has an eldest son not yet of age, and 
his kinsman John Chadwick who has an eldest son Charles, 
also not yet of age. ‘These kinsmen were doubtless the 
same as the grantees of 1680. It has generally been 
assumed that Charles was uncle to Thomas and John and 
that the latter were brothers, und we think this prob- 
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able, though no proof has been found. 

The Chadwick family was numerous in the parish of 
Rochdale, Lancashire, and in that family the name 
Charles was frequent. Henry Brierley's transcript of 
the Rochdale registers [Lancashire Parish Register So- 
ciety, Vol. 58, Wigan 1921] covers, unfortunately, only 
the years 1642-1700, so that no reference to our Charles 
would be expected, and it has not been possible to de- 
termine clearly the parentage of Thomas. A Thomas Chad- 
wick, son of Richard, was baptized at Rochdale on 2 
Apr. 1643, and another Thomas Chadwick, son of James, 
was baptized there on 6 Oct. 1644. Whether either was 
the American Thomas, whose birth date has been guessed 
at as about 1655, we cannot say. A Richard Chadwick 
married Margarett Holt on 24 Feb. 1642/3, but though 
Richard is a name which recurs frequently among Thomas 
Chadwick's descendants, Margaret does not. There were 
three marriages in which the groom was named James Chad- 
wick, to Anne Jackson on 26 Oct. 1643, to Sara Smith on 
29 Jan. 1643/4, and to Ann Smethurst on 21 June 1645. 
James is also a name which recurs among our Thomas's 
descendants, but we must conclude that no proof of the 
English origin of our family has been found. 

We understand that the will of a Richard Norcross, 
which we have not seen, alludes to Charles Chadwick as 
a relative, and it is true that Richard Norcross con- 


veyed land to John Chadwick (see below), but no Nor- 
crosses were found in the Rochdale registers. 


1. Thomas! Chadwick, the immigrant, is said by Mrs. 
Washburn to have been born about 1655, on what grounds 
we do not know. He must have been at Newbury, Mass., 
in the early summer of 1672, if not before, for he con- 
tracted a liaison with Sarah Wolcott, born at Newbury 
on 23 Aug. 1657, daughter of John and Mary (Tharly) 
Wolcott, as the result of which Sarah, child of Sarah 
Wolcott, was born at Newbury on 16 Mar. 1673/4, out of 
wedlock, though the fact is not so specifically stated 
in the Vital Records of Newbury. The marriage of Thom- 
as Chadwick to Sarah Wolcott took place within a month 
at Newbury on 6 Apr. 1674. 

That this is the correct interpretation of the rec- 
ord of dates is made clear by the following note in the 
church register of Watertown [Watertown Records, 4:123): 
"Ye Sth of June [16]87 I baptized 9 [persons], viz 3 of 
Tho. Chadwick's children, (who owned ye clo]vienajnt, & 
tho he had committed folly at ye first long agon, yet 
Satisfaction was given to ye church at Newbury, where 
he had 4 children [really only two] baptized since, &« 

I could not but think once Satisfaction is enough for 
one fault), viz Elizabeth, Lidia « Richard...." The 
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births of two children are recorded at Newbury, after 
which Thomas must have removed to Watertown about the 
time Charles Chadwick eget tt to him. Eight children 
were born at Watertown by 1095, and some time after 
that the family must have removed to Lyme, Conn., though 
where the last two children were born has not been dis- 
covered. Thomas Chadwick died in Lyme on 3 April 1731, 
without probate, and nothing is known concerning the 
death of his wife. No deed of Thomas, save the one 
cited above in which he is grantee, has been found at 
Watertown; Lyme deeds will be cited below as occasion 
arises. Thomas Chadwick served in King Philip's War in 
Capt. Joseph Syll's Company, for which service he was 
paid ten shillings (George M. Bodge, Soldiers in King 
Philip's War (Leominster 1896), pp. 273, 376].

2. John? Chadwick, of Watertown, kipsmen of Charles 


Chadwick and probably brother of Thomas+ Chadwick, is 
first recorded in America when his daughter Elizabeth 
was born in Watertown on 8 May 1673. This would make 
it appear that he crossed th» Atlantic about the same 
time as Thomas. Richard Norcross of Watertown, lately 
schoolmaster, and wife Susanna, conveyed to John Chad- 
wick of aforesaid, 17 Jan. 1677/8 (Middlesex Deeds, 7: 
358, ackn. 16 Feb. 1680/1, rec. 9/3/(16)81}. In 1680, 
as stated above, John received land from Charles Chad- 
wick. Jno Chadwick of Watertown and Sarah his wife 
conveyed to John Livermore, Richard Child, and John 
Bright, in May 1685 [ibid., 10:609, rec. 6/2/(16)86). 
Joseph Underwood of Watertown, planter, and wife Eliza- 
beth, conveyed to John Chadwick of same, 24 Jan. 1680/1 
(ibid., 7:359 f., rec. 9/3/(16)81). 

The will of John Chadwick is dated at Watertown, 30 
Jan. 1710 [1709/10], probated by the widow Sarah, 5 May 
1710 (file 4105]: names sons Charles, John, Ebenezer, 
Joseph; daughters Hannah Hayward and Elizabeth Woolson;

two youngest daughters, Sarah and Mary, who may until 
their marriage live "in the citchen with free egress 

& regress to ye well," etc. Son Benjamin is named as 
residuary legatee; the wife is mentioned but not named; 
witnesses: Jabez Beeres, Jonathan Stone, Muning Gavin 
{?]. Sergeant John Chadwick died at Watertown on 5 
Feb. 1710 [1709/10?]. Bond thinks he had married at 
Plymouth, but we know nothing of his wife's maiden name.

We think this marriage too late for her 
to have been the Sarah b. 1676, but we may be wrong. 

x. Mary, youngest daughter, unm. in 1710, birth record 
not found. 


3. Thomas¢ Chadwick, third child and eldest son of 
Thomas! Chadwick by his wife Sarah Wolcott, was born at 
Watertown in September 1677. Lyme Deeds (2:419] record 
a deed of gift of all his estate made by Thomas Chad- 
wick Sr. to "my loving son Thomas Chadwick, late of 
Sopus [Kingston] in the Province of New York, now of 
Lyme; under date of 26 May 1712, which deed was revoked 
on 17 Oct. of the same year. No record of his marriage 
has been found and the birth of only one child, Jerusha, 
daughter of Thomas Chadwick, Jr., appears in the Lyme 
Vital Records. 

Thomas married, probably about 1700, Mary Boos, as 
the name was recorded in 1717 by the clerk of the Pough- 
keepsie Dutch Church, when Thomas is recorded as Thomas 
Zeddewyck. She may have been Bowes, Boyce, or Buss, if 
of New England, or Bois, DuBois, Bos, Busch, etc., if 
she was Dutch. She may even have been a second wife, 
but at the baptism on 1l Jan. [or June?] 1717, of Tham- 
mes, Wiljem, Jerusje, and Elizabeth Zeddewyk, she is 
definitely given as the mother. The father was taxed 
for land in Middle Ward of Dutchess County, Poughkeep- 
sie District, as Thomas Shadwick, in 1718 and 1720. On 
this family we are much indebted to Mr. Glenn G. Tucker, 
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of Warren, Ohio.

m. probably (1) George Grande, and had a daughter 
Elizabeth bapt. 6 May 172, same church; and (2) 
George Rohrbach, and had a son Johannes bapt. 8 Feb. 
1730 at Kingston. 
Thomas, bapt. Poughkeepsie Dutch Church, 11 Jan. (or 
June?) 1717; m. Elizabeth Schever (Shaver, Schafer?), 
and had children bapt. at Kingston 1736 ani 1738. 
William, bapt. with brother Thomas. 
Jerusha, bapt. with brothers Thomas and William; Lyme 
Records date her birth 13 May 1713. 
Elizabeth, bavt. with brothers Thomas and William, and 
sister Jerusha; m. ca. 1737, Thomas Allen of New 
York City and Fishkill, N.Y. 


4. John® Chadwick, fourth child and second son of 
Thomas! Chadwick by wife Sarah Wolcott, was born at 
Watertown, 20 Nov. 1680. We are not certain as to his 


subsequent history, but we are inclined to believe that 
he was the John Chadwick who married at Boston on 18 
Dec. 1701, Mary Verin (spelling: Vereing or Vecin). She 
would appear to have been the youngest child of John 
and Mary (Wiseman) Verin, born 20 May 1683. He cannot 
have been the John who with wife Priscilla had a daugh- 
ter Mary born at Boston on 1 Dec. 1693, and a son John 
born there 1 Oct. 1695. We think that John and Mary 
removed soon to Scituate where the first five children 
are recorded as those of John Chadwick, mother's name 
not given. He removed again, if we are still right, 
from Scituate to Newport, Rhode Island, and died there 
17 Dec. 1727 (Friends Records).

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d. there, 19 or 21 10mo. 1795. At least eight chil- 
dren are recorded there. 

Daniel, b. 15 Seot. 1711, Scituate, d. 1750, on Nan- 
tucket; m. there, 23 Mar. 1731, Hannah Meader, dau. 
of Joseph and Charity. She d. 16 lmo. 1779. At 
least seven children born on Nantucket. 

Unnamed son of John and Mary, b., d., or both, Sept. 
1713, Newport. 

Elizabeth, dau. of John and Mary, b. 13 Dec. 171-, 
Newport. 

viii. Sarah, b. 11 Mar. 1721/2, Newport. 


S. Richard@ Chadwick, third son and seventh child 
of Thomas! Chadwick ra wife Sarah Wolcott, was born at 
Watertown, 20 Apr. 1687, baptized there 5 June 1687, 
died at Lyme, Conn., after \2 Apr. 1757. He married 
before 1723, possibly about 1720, Mary Tillotson, born 
in Lyme, 21 Mar. 1700/1, daughter of Jonathan and Marah 
(Jones) Tillotson. No record of his marriage or of the 
births of his children has been found, but Lyme Deeds, 
5:20 record a sale by Jonathan Tillotson of Hebron, son 
of Jonathan, late of Lyme, to "my brother-in-law Rich- 
ard Chadwick of Lyme," dated 3 Jan. 1723/4. In his 
will dated 2 April 1757, Richard bequeaths to wife Mary 
and the children listed below in the same order.

6. Daniel® Chadwick, fourth son and eighth child of 
Thomas! Chadwick by wife Sarah Wolcott, was born at 
Watertown, 20 Jan. 1689/90, baptized there 7 apr. 1690. 
He died 22 Feb. 1771, at Lyme. He married first, in 
1722 or 1723, Jerusha Smith, born at Lyme in July 1699, 
died there 20 Mar. 1735 (church records), daughter of 
Henry and Mary (Hungerford) Smith; second, about 1736, 
Catherine Shayler, who died at Lyme on 8 July 1771. A 
Catherine Shaler was born in Haddam, 13 Apr. 1703, 
daughter of Thomas and Catherine Shaler. 

The will of Daniel, dated 23 Dec. 1770, bequeaths to 
wife Catherine, sons Guy of Lyme, Daniel Jr., and Reu- 
ben; daughters Esther, widow of Joseph Wade, Phebe, 
widow of Silas Champlin, and Jerusha, wife of Richard 
Roland. Catherine's will, dated 2 May 1771, names only 
Jerusha, Daniel and Reuben.

7. _Jonathan® Chadwick, fifth son and ninth child of 
Thomas! Chadwick by wife Sarah Wolcott, was born at 
Watertown, 4 April 1691, and baptized there on 17 May 
1091. Lyme Deeds, 4:200, show a grant of land to him 
by his father on 13 Dec. 1721, but on 18 Dec. 1721 Jon- 
athan quitclaimed this same property to William and 
Stephen Lee. He was obviously not ey provident, for 
he was warned out at Dorchester in 1726 [New England 
Hist. and Gen. Register, 50:69]: 

"aug. 31 Solomon Hewes notified Selectmen that Jon- 
athan Chadock of Lyme 'is come into Mr. Bats his house 
with his family a wife and four small children they 
have not so much as a bed to ly or pot or kettle or 
anything.' They belong to Dorchester. That House was 
not set of(f] to Wrentham. 

"25 Oct. Constable was ordered to carry Jonathan 
Chadock with his family out of the town and deliver 
them to the Constable of the next town in the way to- 
ward the town whence they Properly belong." 

That his wife was named Lucy appears in the baptisms 
of the children, so far as recorded.

8. Nathaniel© Chadwick, sixth son and eleventh 
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child of Thomas! Chadwick by wife Sarah Wolcott, is 
proved to be such by Lyme Deeds, 3:220, in which the 
elder Thomas Chadwick makes a deed of gift to his sons 
Richard and Nathaniel on 28 April 1718. Where Nathan- 
iel was born is unknown. His will, dated 13 Nov. 1759, 
bequeaths to wife Sarah, son John, daughters Sarah, 
widow of Hezekiah Smith, Martha, widow of James Chad- 
wick, Elizabeth, wife of Benjamin Tinker, son Elijah, 
and son Elisha.

Elisha, living I5 Jan. 1750 when Lyme Deeds, &:4,85, 
record a sale by him to Richard Wait, evidently the 
same land which was a gift to him from his father, 
27 Nec. 1743 (ibid., 7:h73). 

Elijah, m. ca. 1706, Lucy Tinker. 

Martha, m. 22 June 173, James Chadwick, son of Rich- 
ard¢ Chadwick, and her first cousin. See no. 13. 

vi. Elizabeth, m. 13 Dec. 1749, Benjamin Tinker. 
vii. Silas, b. ca. 1728, d. 25 Nov. 173 aet. 15 (grave- 
stone). 


9. Charles¢ Chadwick, eldest son and third child of 
John! Chadwick by wife Sarah, was born at Watertown on 
19 Nov. 1674. He is mentioned in the will of his name- 


sake, Charles Chadwick, in 1681, as eldest son of his 
father, then under age, and he is also named in the 
will of his father in 1710. He must have removed early 
in manhood to Weston, where he married on 11 April 1699 
Sarah Whitney, also of Weston. Sis deeds [Middlesex 
County, 12:19; 14:109; 15:132, 372, 551, 579, 593] call 
him husbandman in 1696, 1706, and 1710, weaver in 1710, 
and yeoman in 171l. His wife is named only in 1707 and 
1709 deeds. The final deed was executed on 9 July 1711 
but there is no probate in Middlesex County.

10. John Chadwick, second son and fourth child of 
John! Chadwick by his wife Sarah, was born at Watertown 
on 9 April 1681, but his subsequent history is made 
somewhat ambiguous by the fact that there were at Wat- 
ertown, at the same time, two men named John Chadwick, 
both of whom had wives named Hannah, and both of whom 
removed to Worcester. In the following paragraphs we 
attempt to separate the respective evidence, and we are 
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inclined to believe that the man first described was 
the son of John: Chadwick, though the chief evidence 
which has been found to support this view is the fact 
that his wife Hannah Barstow was about the same age as 
the son of John! Chadwick. The principal but not the 
sole difficulty to be resolved is the fact that a total 
of fourteen children are recorded at Watertown as born 
to John and Hannah over a period of 34 years. 

The first John Chadwick of Watertown married there 
on 19 March 1701/2, Hannah Barstow, who is shown to 
have been the only daughter and heir of Michael Barstow, 
late of Watertown, in a conveyance by this John and 
Hannah, then of Watertown, to Jonathan Stone, yeoman, 
of same, dated 23 Jan. 1713/14 (Deeds, 18:33, rec. 2h 
y er 1716]. This Hannah Barstow was born 20 Jan. 1679 
/80, which would make her about a year older than her 
husband, if he were the son of John! Chadwick. Births 
of five children are recorded at Watertown, but there 
was a sixth, born at Watertown but recorded only at At- 
tleborough, and perhaps a seventh also for whom no 
birth record at all has been found. This couple was 
probably the John and Hannah Chadwick who conveyed to 
Joseph Coolidge, 29 Sept. 1716 (Deeds, 18:174, rec. 27 
Oct. 1716], in which conveyance the occupation of John 
is given as housewright. About that time, we presume, 
the family removed to Attleborough, but later they re- 
moved to Worcester, where Hannah died in May 1732 aet. 
53, which is in complete harmony with the birth record 
of Hannah Barstow. John Chadwick died also in Worces- 
ter, in September 1768, aet. 86, which is only one year 
off from being in complete harmony with the known birth 
record of the son of John! Chadwick. Bond, however, 
must be in error in assigning both these dates to the 
second John, below.

15 Aug. 172) aet. 20. His name reflects that of 
Hannah Barstow's father. 

Hannah, b. 15 Aug. 1707, Watertown. 

John, b. 11 Apr. 1710, Watertown; orobably m. at Attle- 
borough, 15 Feb. 1732/3, Elizabeth Whiting. 

Lydia, not found by us but inserted here bv Bond, who 
says she m. Thomas Adams of Worcester, a marriage of 
which we are not sure. 

Mary, b. 15 Oct. 1713, Watertown; m. 19 June 1735, 
Jacob Peirce. 

Daniel, b. 17 Feb. 1715/16, Watertown, but recorded at 
Attleborough; m, at Roxbury, 25 May 1738, recorded at 
Attleborough where the clerk gave the names of both 
parents of the groom and his birth at Watertown. 
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The second John Chadwick of Watertown also had a 
wife named Hannah. We know nothing of her family and 
also nothing of his, unless we are mistaken and he was 
really the son of John! Chadwick of Watertown. That 
supposition does not seem likely, because if true it 
would make him between the ages of 41 and 60 at the 


births of his children. We also think it very improb- 
able that he could have been the John@, son of Thomas! 
Chadwick, for two reasons: in the first place, that 
John was also nearly two decades too old to make him a 
likely father of the children of this John and Hannah; 
and secondly, the names of the children in the Scitu- 
ate-Newport-Nantucket family, discussed above, show 
more affinity with Thomas Chadwick's family than do 
those in the John and Hannah family below. 

We feel reasonably sure that this man was a member 
of some other Chadwick family, of which there were sev- 
eral in the colony. His family is said to have been of 
Waltham (a town set off from Watertown in 1738). We 
think this John is the John Chadwick "Jr." who died at 
Worcester, 17 July 1768, aet. 67.

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THE IDENTITY OF MARGARETHA CATHARINA RUBENKAM 
FOUNDRESS OF THE RUBINCAM-REVERCOMB FAMILY

When the author published his articles, "The German 
Background of the Rubincam-Revercomb Family of Pennsyl- 
vania and Virginia," The American Genealogist, vol. XV 
(1939), pp. 172-178, and "The Family of Jacob Revercomb, 
the First of the Race in Virginia," ler's ae 
Historical and Genealogical Magazine, vol. 1 ’ 
pp. 107-114, the identity of Margaretha Catharina, wid- 
ow of Johann Philipp Rubenkam, Pastor of Wanfried, and 
foundress of the American branch of the family, was un- 
known. 

The clue to her ancestry was first found late in 
1953 by Kirchenrat Eduard Grimmell, President of the 
Gesellschart fur Familienkunde in kurhessen und Waldeck, 
of which the writer is a member, and communicated to 
our two valued investigators, Kurt Holzapfel, Dipl. 
Ing., of Eschwege, Hessen, Germany, and Karl Friedrich 
von Frank, of Schloss Senftenegg, Post Ferschnitz, Nie- 
derésterreich, Austria. It was learned that she was a 
daughter of Matthias Sartorius, pastor of Wichmannshau- 
sen, by his wife, Anna Juliana von Boyneburg genannt 
Hoenstein, member of an old Hessian noble family. Some 
American genealogists are so prone to claiming fantas- 
tic origins that care is being taken to confirm the 
validity of this line of descent. From the present 
pastor at Reichensachsen, five kilometers from Esch- 
wege, in the present State of Hessen, Germany, Messrs. 
Holzapfel and von Frank received copies of three im- 
portant entries in the church registers, as follows: 


(1) Anno 1699 d. 19t. Julii Ehren Joh: Philipp 
Ribekam Pfarrer zu Wartens u. Jgfr: Martha Cath- 
arina, Ehren M: Merten Sa: P. Wichmannshausen Tocht: 

(2) Anno 1684. Dies d.26.Febr: 

Infans Margreth Catharina 
Parens M. Matthias Sartorius 
Compater Frl: Martha Catharina Trottin 

(3) Anno 1680 d.ly Oct: M. Matthias Sartorius und 

Jgfr. Anna Juliana von Boyneburg get. Hoenstein. 


The register preserved at Reichensachsen is said to 
be a transcript. The first entry above is somewhat 
garbled. For instance, “Wartens" (a non-existent town) 
is obviously intended for Wanfried, where Johann Phil- 
ipp Rubenkam is known to have preached from 1697 to 
1716. The bride's father was named Matthias, not "Mer- 
ten." "Sa:" is a shortened form of Sartorius. “Marthd' 

was used at that time interchangeably with Margaretha. 
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"M." is the usual abbreviation for Magister, a title 
or degree granted to authorized teachers in German 
schools and universities. 

it was understood that the original Reichensachsen 
register is preserved at the State Archives, Marburg, 
Hessen, but on 30 July 1954 the Director of the Ar- 
chives, Dr. Herzog, informed the writer: "Das Staats- 
archiv besitz nur das Kirchenbuch von Reichensachsen 
von 1839-1653." This is disappointing, but inquiries 
are under way to ascertain, if possible, the location 
of the registers subsequent to 1653. 

At present, there seems to be no reasonable doubt 
that Margaretha Catharina was descended maternally from 
one of the oldest and proudest Hessian feudal houses. 
The descent has been accepted by three competent au- 
thorities on German genealogy, Grimmell, Holzapfel, and 
von Frank, and the above extracts from the register now 
maintained at Reichensachsen (transcript or otherwise) 
were issued under the seal of the church there. 

Little is known about Frau Rubenkam's father, Mat- 
thias Sartorius. He was evidently of Sontra on 24 Mar. 
1664, when he was matriculated at the University of 
Marburg, according to the printed Catalogi studiosorum 
scholae Marpurgensis under the year 16604. He was en- 
titled to be called Magister, and was pastor at Wich- 
mannshausen, present Kreis Eschwege, on 14 Oct. 1680, 
when he married Anna Juliana von Boyneburg genannt 
Hoenstein at Reichensachsen. ‘They had two children: 
Martha (i.e. Margaretha) Elisabeth, bap. at Reichen- 
sachsen, 10 Dec. 1681 (godmother: Martha Elisabeth, the 
lawful wife of the pastor at Nesselréden), bur. 24 June 
1687; and Margaretha Catharina, bap. at Reichensachsen, 
26 Feb. 1684. 

The pastor at Nesselroden was Caspar Rudolph Groll, 
whose wife was Martha Elisabeth Trumbach. They had 10 
children baptized at Nesselroden; among their godpar- 
ents were members of the von Boyneburg family. In 1682 
Margaretha Catharina von Boyneburg was a godmother; it 
is possible that she was identical with the Martha 
Catharina Trott (probably von Trott zu Solz) who was 
the godmother of Margaretha Catharina Sartorius, as 
shown in the second entry from the Reichensachsen reg- 
ister. 

In 1687 Juliana, wife of Magister Sartorius, of 
Wichmannshausen, was godmother to a daughter of Pastor 
Gréll. Pastor Sartorius died between Easter 1694, when 
he was unable to officiate at the confirmations "on ac- 
count of mortal sickness" (wegen tddlicher Krankheit ) 
and 8 July 1694, when his successor was installed. His 
daughter, Margaretha Catharina, was confirmed at Reich- 
ensachsen, Easter 1695, together with a daughter of the 
von Trott zu Solz family. The record reads: "Marga- 
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rethe Catharina Sartorin, Ehren M. Mathiae Sartorii, 
Pfarrers zu Wichmannshausen, Tochter." On 19 July 1699, 
at the age of fifteen and a half, she married Pastor 
Johann Philipp Rubenkam, of Wanfried, to which town on 
the Werra River her mother moved in order to be near 
her daughter. The Widow Sartorius died there 1 Feb. 
1703, aged 5/ years. 

Pastor Rubenkam was unfrocked either late in 1716 or 
in Jan. 1717; he had turned Pietist, and was therefore 
a member of a sect which was not recognized among the 
lawful churches of Germany. He spent his exile at Ber- 
leburg, where he died and was buried 25 Feb. 1725 (Ber- 
leburg parish registers). His widow, Margaretha Catha- 
rina, subsequently brought her family to America, dying 
in Bristol Twp., Philadelphia Co., Pa., before 13 May 
1727 (date on which letters of administration on her 
estate were granted). They had seven children: 

Friedrich Wilhelm (d. 1736), unmarried; Catharina 
Juliana (1703- ), m. 1727, Jacob Colladay; Justus 
Wilhelm (1705-1768), m. (1) 1735 Katharine Conreds, (2) 
1741/2, Susannah Rittenhouse; Karl Wilhelm (1707-1748), 
m. Barbara Rittenhouse; Anna Catharina (1709-1770), m. 
1737, John Wister; Johanna Catharina (1711- ); and 
Margaretha Catharina (1713- ). Of the two last 
daughters, nothing further is known. The sons Justus 
Wilhelm and Karl Wilhelm founded families named Rubin- 
cam, Rubicam, Revercomb, Rubinkam, and Rubencame, and 
the elder daughters were ancestresses of distinguished 
Philadelphia families. 

When we consider the maternal ancestry of the girl- 
bride of 1699 who died in Pennsylvania less than 28 
years later, we have before us an exceptional pedigree 
for an American colonist. Some of the most splendid 
families in the Hessian nobility were included in her 
list of immediate progenitors—von Boyneburg, von Schol- 
ley, von Buttlar, Knoblauch zu Hatzbach, Keudel, von 
Baumbach, von Felsberg, and others. These families all 
appear in Baron Rudolf von Buttlar-Elberberg's Stamm- 
buch der althessischen Ritterschaft (1885), a well- 
known compilation, but, like all secondary works, sub- 
ject to verification by research among primary sources. 
The complete ancestry (to ca. 1400) of Margaretha Cath- 
arina's mother, as we now understand it, and based upon 
von Buttlar-Llberberg (with some corrections), appears 
in the writer's mimeographed production, Ahnentafel or 
Table of Ancestors of the Rubincam Family of Green 
Meadows, Maryland (1954), which is available in many 
large libraries. Here we will consider only the von 
Boyneburgs. 

The House of Boyneburg first emerged from obscurity 
in the l2th century. Its name is derived from the cas- 
tle of Boyneburg (now a ruin) on a hill overlooking

Eschwege and not far from Wichmannshausen; it was a 
favorite residence of Emperor Frederick (I) Barbarossa, 
who endowed a chapel there (1188). Among its more not- 
able members, Ludwig v. Boyneburg zu Lengsfeld was Co- 
Regent of Hessen during the minority of Landgrave Phil- 
ipp the Magnanimous (1509-14). His descendant, Baron 
Johann Christian v. Boyneburg (1622-72), a celebrated 
statesman, was a friend of the philosopher Leibnitz. 
The head of the Stedtfeld branch, Kurt v. Boyneburgk, 
lives today in the shadow of his Stammsitz (ancestral 
seat), Schloss Boyneburg, which has been in the family's 
possession continuously for eightcenturies. 

The von Boyneburg genannt Hoenstein family was found 
ed in the 13th century by Bodo von Boimeneburg's marri- 
age with Countess Adelheid von Hohenstein. Their des- 
cendants became powerful feudal lords, quarreled with 
the towns (especially Eschwege), fought with other no- 
bles, and did not always look at the Hessian Landgraves 
with friendly eyes. They produced governors and ab- 
besses, and one Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, Her- 
mann v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein, Prince-Abbot of Cor- 
vey (d. 1504). From his brother descend the present 
Hungarian Barons v. Bomelburg, an old variation of the 
name. The von Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein family became 
extinct in 1792. 

Jobst (Jost) v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein, son of 
Jobst, co-proprietor of Elberberg Castle, near Fritz- 
lar, Hessen, was born 12 February 1554. He became a 
Junker (young nobleman) at the Ducal Court of Wurttem- 
berg at the age of eleven. Later, he was a Junker with 
his cousin, Jobst Oswald v. Buttlar (1534-1597), Lord 
of Ziegenberg and co-proprietor of Elberberg (son of 
Asmus v. Buttlar by his wife, Margarethe v. Boyneburg 
gen. Hoenstein). Jobst v. Boyneburg's mother is said 
to have been a v. Buttlar-Ziegenberg, first name un- 
known. If so, a double relationship with Jobst Oswald 
v. Buttlar existed. Finally, it is said that he was a 
Junker with a certain Herr v. Andelan[?] at Strassburg. 
Later in life he apparently entered the Hessian mili- 
tary service, for he is called a Hessian Lieutenant- 
Colonel (hessischer Obristlieutenant). He died at 
Reichensachsen, 10 Apri ° e married (1) in 1598, 
Anna Catharina v. Folkenrode (Vélckersroda)(d. 1600), 
(2) Anna v. Hanstein-Bornhagen, and (3) Agnes von Keu- 
del. 

Curt Leopold v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein zu Jestadt, 
son of Lt.-Col. Jobst, either by his second or thir 
wife, was born ca. 1609, and died at Reichensachsen, 18 
Dec. 1673, aged 64 years 4 months. He married his 
cousin, Sabina (alias Sibylla), who died at Reichen- 
sachsen, 28 March 1674. The record reads: "1674. 28 
Mart. vesperi Fr. Sabina weyl. Curt Leopolds von 
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Boyneburg gnt. von Hohnstein uxor aet.: 63 Jahr 3 Woch- 
en." She was a daughter of Jobst Christoph and Sabina 
(v. Scholley) v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein, and grand- 
daughter of Philipp v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein (born 
1556) by his wife, Christine v. Kochberg. Philipp was 
a younger half-brother of the above-mentioned Lt.-Col. 
Jobst v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein. 

Anna Juliana v. Boyneburg gen. Hoenstein, daughter 
of Curt Leopold and Sabina, was born ca. 16046. She was 
about 34 years old when she married Mag. Matthias Sar- 
torius, pastor of Wichmannshausen, 14 Oct. 1680. Ac- 
cording to v. Buttlar-Elberberg's Stammbuch der althess. 
Ritterschaft, she married Walrab v. Boyneburg gen. Hoen- 
stein. But Herr v. Frank, one of our researchers, has 
pointed out that, if our evidence is correct, this 
statement is an error. in the Reichensachsen register 
(entry no. 3, above) she was described as ungira. 
(virgin) at the time of her marriage to Sartorius. 
Moreover, Walrab is said to have died in 1691, eleven 
years after she became the wife of Sartorius—which 
name, incidentally, is the Latinized form of the Ger- 
man Schneider, or "tailor." 

Perhaps she was eine alte Jungfrau (an old maid) 
and, not having succeeded in acquiring a husband before 
her 34th year, she married the plebeian Sartorius in 
desperation! This was not an unusual mésalliance. In 
the 17th and 18th centuries, ministers enjoyed a social 
status nearly equal to nobility, and it was possible 
for a clergyman of relatively humble stock to marry the 
daughter of a nobleman. As a matter of fact, our Prus- 
sian drillmaster during the Revolutionary War, Baron 
von Steuben, was a grandson of a Hessian minister 
named Steube who married the daughter of a noble house. 

As stated previously, Anna Juliana died at Wanfried, 
1 February 1703, aged 57 years. 

Her daughter, Margaretha Catharina Sartorius, mar- 
ried Pastor Johann Philipp Rubenkam and became the an- 
cestress of the Rubincam-Revercomb family of the United 
States and Canada. 


OBADIAH AND DRUSILLA (STEVENS) BROWN 
OF NEW MARLBOROUGH, MASS., AND CANAAN, CONN.

The compiler has in his possession a holographic 
manuscript entitled Brown Family History, Given Orally 
by Mary E. Shepherd [sic], written by Miss Lillie A. 
West of Savannah, N.Y., sometime in the late 1920's. 
Miss Mary Eliza Shepard (1837-1923) of Skaneateles, N. 
Y., was a great-granddaughter of Obadiah and Drusilla 
(Stevens) Brown and just when she dictated this history 
to Miss West, also a descendant, is not known. The 
history, which contains few dates, is almost entirely a 
series of stories and traditions covering a long span 
of years, about 1740 to 1820, but concentrating chiefly 
on the Revolutionary period. It also contains a pedci- 
gree chart, a copy of which will follow. The informs- 
tion of genealogical importance gleaned from this ac- 
count is as follows: 

A man lived in North Carolina by the name of "Hig- 
gins, or Hogan or Hugans or something similar." His 
first wife died leaving a daughter and he remarried. 
The stepmother was not well disposed toward the girl, 
whose name was "Betty for short." Betty finally eloped 
with her father's plantation overseer, a man from Con- 
necticut by the name of "Nat" [sic] Stevens and they 
went to Canaan, Conn., to live. They had a family of 
six or seven daughters and one son who died as a child. 
One of the daughters was named "Ursula" [sic] and she 
was married during the Revolutionary War to Obadiah 
Brown, a widower and a soldier who served throughout 
the war. She came in 1812 |sic] to Elbridge, N.Y., 
riding on an oxsled and being a blind and bed-ridden 
woman. Her children were Abigail Wilson, whose husband 
was lost in the War of 1812 leaving her with five (sic]} 
small children; and Sally, wife of Benjamin West, all 
of whom came together from Canaan, Conn. An exact copy 
of the chart appended to the "Brown Family History" is 
as follows:

In addition to this valuable manuscript, there came 
into the compiler's possession a copy of a chart of 
this family compiled 23 Feb. 1912 by David Willmer Tay- 
lor (born 1852) of Savannah, N.Y., and Norman Orlando 
Shepard (born 1847) of Skaneateles, N.Y. Both of these 
men were great-grandsons of Obadiah and Drusilla Brown, 
Mr. Shepard being a brother of the aforesaid Miss Mary 
Eliza Shepard. Mr. Taylor was very much interested in 
this line of his ancestry and was in a good position to 
know the facts. He was born and brought up in the 
house where lived and died his great-grandmother, Dru- 
silla (Stevens) Brown, and his grandmother, Nabby 
(Brown) Wilson. He was eighteen when his grandmother 
died and probably learned much from her. That he was 
well informed was proved by my research into the origi- 
nal records. As the chart carries down descendants to 
recent times (Mr. Shepard's daughter has constantly 
added to it), only the early generations are given here 
(see chart on page 82). 

With all the above data to start with, the compiler 
proceeded to prove what he could of it and to fill in 
the gaps. The results were especially gratifying, and 
our account will start below with Obadiah Brown's fa- 
ther, about whom little exists in print. 


1. _Phinehas4+ Brown, son of Deacon Thomas (Eleazer, 
Thomas!) and Rachel (Leavens) Brown, was born 10 Jan. 
1707/8 at Canterbury, Conn. He married there, 19 June 
1729, Abigail4 Johnson, who was born 29 Sept. 1710, at 
Canterbury, daughter of Obadiah} (John, Capt. Edward!) 
and Rebecca (Brooks) Johnson. 

Phinehas and Abigail Brown “owned the Covenant" at 
the Canterbury Congregational Church, 28 June 1730. On 
2 Feb. 1746/7, Phinehas Brown was of Canterbury, Conn., 
when Elijah Cleveland of Canaan, Conn., quitclaimed to 
him for £12 "all my House lot of Land" in New Marlbor- 
ough, Mass. [Hampshire (later Hampden) County, Mass., 
LR, at Springfield, R:384]; but on 1 Mar. 1746/7 Phine- 
has Brown was ol New Marlborough when he purchased a 
lot of land from Benjamin Wheeler of Bolton, Mass. 
libid., R:299]. The last recorded deed at Springfield, 
Mass., for Phinehas Brown is dated 27 Dec. 1758 [ibid., 
Z:467]. He undoubtedly had died by 7 Feb. 1781, for on 
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that date "We Rufus Brown, Azarish Brown, Reuben Brown 
& Perez Brown" of New Marlborough, Berkshire Co., Mass., 
yeomen, and "Obadiah Brown of Canaan in Litchfield" Co., 
Conn., yeoman, sold for £105 to Daniel Brown, Jr., of 
New Marlborough several tracts of land in New Marlbor- 
ough [Berkshire Co. LR, Pittsfield, 16:75]. The deed 
was signed by these men apparently in order of birth as 
follows: Rufus, Azariah, Reuben, Obadiah and Perez. It 
seems reasonable that this was the land of Phinehas 
Brown, deceased, being sold by his heirs.

2. Obadiah Brown, son of Phinehas and Abigail (John- 
son) Brown, was born about 1750, at New Marlborough, 
Mass. He married first, about 1770, Mehitable > 
who died 19 Apr. 1774, at New Marlborough; second, in 
Sept. 1779, at Canaan, Conn., Drusilla4 Stevens, who 
was born there 2) June 1759, daughter of Capt. Benja- 
min3 (Thomas©, Henry!) and Elizabeth (Higgins?) Stevens.

That Elizabeth (b. 1720-1, d. 17 May 08 ae. 88), 
wife of Capt. Benjamin Stevens, was a Higgins seems to 
be well founded. The Stephens-Stevens Genealogy, b 
Plowden Stevens, 1909, states that Capt. Seatants Ste- 
vens married in North Carolina, Elizabeth ; the 
"Brown Family History" states that she was a Higgins or 
"something similar"; and the Taylor-Shepard chart states 
definitely she was a Higgins. Since the chart was most 
accurate, it seems reasonable to assume that Mr. Taylor 
had definite family knowledge. ‘The name Higgins is to 
be found in North Carolina at this time, around 1/40. 

A search of North Carolina Colony records shows that 
one Michael3 Higgins, born 23 July 1698, son of Jedidi- 
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ah (Richard? ), was an early settler in 1730 at Newton, 
on the Cape Fear River, was one cf the proprietors of 
Wilmington, and died in 1753 at New Bern, Craven Co., 
N.C. He had come from Somerset County, N.dJ., where he 
married 8 Nov. 1727, Anne Bryant. His will makes no 
mention of a daughter Elizabeth, however. [Richard 
Higgins... and his descendants, 1918, p. 92; New Jerse 
Archives, lst series, v. 22, Marriage Records, oe

Obadiah Brown served in the Revolutionary War. A 
tradition has passed down in the family that he was a 
body guard to George Washington, but there are no rec- 
ords to show such service. His war record is given in 
Massachusetts Soldiers and Sailors...v. 2, p. 670, un- 
der Brown, Obadiah, New Marlborough. His widow in her 
pension claim to be found in the National Archives, 
Washington, D.C., under Brown, Obadiah, W 18,645, stat- 
ed that Obadiah "resided in New Marlbury, Berkshire 
County State of Massachusetts" and "enlisted under Cap- 
tain Soal ([sicj in the forepart of the War serving 
eight or nine months. He Enlisted again in 1777 and 
served two years or more...serving under Colonel Smith." 
She further declared "That the Said Obadiah Brown re- 
turned from the Service in the Spring of 1779" and that 
she "was married to him the next September...in the 


town of Canaan, Litchfield County, Connecticut and was 
married by Elisha Baker Esqr"; "That her Said husband 
was in the Battle at White plains, That he Served Sum 
[sic] at West Point, was at Horse' neck, Valley forge 
and was Finer in the Monmoth Battle"; that Obadiah 


"died in May 1808" and that her "family record was de- 
stroyed by the burning of a building." Her application 
was dated 1 Oct. 1844, at which time she was 85 and a 
resident of Savannah, Wayne Co., N.Y. The pension was 
granted. 

Obadiah and Drusilla Brown were living in Canaan, 
Conn., in 1789 (Canaan LR, 5:5, 215], but in the 1790 
Census were listed in New Marlborough, Mass. However, 
they returned to Canaan where they were living in 1800, 
and Obadiah Brown died there in 1308, on 16 March ac- 
cording to records of the East Canaan Congregational 
Church (copy at Pittsfield Athenaeum), or in May accord- 
ing to the pension declarations of his widow and chil- 
dren. 

Sometime between 1810 and 1514 Drusilla Brown accom- 
panied several of her children, including Nabby Wilson, 
Sally West, Benjamin, Easom and Permelia Brown to New 
York State, where they first settled at Schenectady. 
Then after 1814, but before 1819, they proceeded to 
Marcellus, Onondaga Co., N.Y. Later Drusilla Brown 
lived at the home of her grandson, Riley Wilson, in 
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Elbridge, Onondaga County, and still later at the hom 
of her granddaughter, Sally Taylor, in Savannah, Wayne 
Co., N.Y., where she died 3 Sept. 1851, aged 91-2-12 
(gravestone). She is buried beside her daughter, Sally 
West, in the old cemetery at Westbury, town of Victory, 
Cayuga Co., N.Y. 

Easom Brown of the town of Marcellus, Inondaga Co., 
N.Y., on 7 March 1853, presented a petition for admin- 
istration of the estate of Drusilla Brown of the town 
of Savannah who died on 3 Sept. 1851, and stated "that 
She left Abbe [sic] Wilson, widow of William Wilson of 
Savannah in said county of Wayne and Sally West, wife 
of Benjamin West of Victory, Cayuga Co., N.Y., daugh- 
ters of said Deceased and your petitioner and Benjamin 
Brown of the town of Bath, Medina County, Ohio, sons of 
said deceased, Orin Brown, Obid Brown, Henry Brown and 
Laura Brown, children of Obediah Brown a deceased son 
of said deceased residing somewhere in the state of Ioa 
[sic] and Ann Eliza Plaisted, wife of Richard Plaisted 
of Savannah, Orlando B. Miles of Dexter Co., Texas, Al- 
meda Hewit, wife of Lucius Hewit of Barrington, Yates 
Co., Drusilla Miles of Barrington, Yates Co., William 
Miles of Almza [sic], Chemung Co., N.Y., and Permelia 
Miles of Savannah, children of Permelia Miles a deceas- 
ed daughter of said deceased." The estate was stated 


not to exceed forty dollars. (Brown, Drusilla, file 0 
350, Surrogate's Office, Lyons, N.Y.]

3. Nabby Brown, daughter of Obadiah and Drusilla 
(Stevens) Brown, was born 9 March 1781, at Canaan, Conn. 
She married there, 30 or 31 Dec. 1801, William Wilson, 
who was born about 1776, at Taunton, Bristol Co., Mass., 
and was baptized in the Taunton First Congregational 
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(Umitarian) Church, 9 March 1781, son of Captain John 
Wilson, Mariner. Capt. John Wilson, whose parentage is 
unknown, was born about 1740, served in the Continental 
Army (see Mass. Soldiers and Sailors, v. 17, p. 569, 
two listings); lived at Dighton, Mass., in 1790 and as 
late as 1795 [Bristol County LR, 76:323]. The name of 
his first wife, the mother of William and two daughters, 
Clarissa and Elizabeth, is unknown but she died in Taun 
ton 14 Nov. 1784. He married second, Susanna Mayberry 
of Dighton. 

Sometime prior to December 1801, William Wilson re- 
moved to Canaan, Conn., and by 1514 to Schenectady, N. 
Y. Here he enlisted 25 April 1514, aged 37 years, as a 
private under Lt. H. R. Wendell in the 6th Regiment of 
the U. S. Infantry, War of 1812. His enlistment paper 
states that he was 5 ft. 9 in. tall, was of light com- 
plexion, had blue eyes and sandy hair, and was by pro- 
fession a founder. He died at Sackets Harbor, N.Y., 6 
July 1814, of disease contracted in the line of duty. 
The record of William Wilson was found in the papers of 
the claims for pension under file No. 0.W. Wid. 11842, 
National Archives, Washington, D.C. 

In 1819 his widow, Nabby Wilson, while a resident of 
Marcellus, Onondaga Co., N.Y., was allowed five years' 
half pay, in lieu of bounty land, as guardian of their 
children, and the pension commenced 30 Oct. 1819. On 
25 Oct. 1819, Nabby Wilson of Marcellus was appointed 
guardian of the children of William Wilson, late of 
Marcellus [sic]: Riley, 13 on 8 Nov. last, Eliza, 11 on 
14 Oct. inst., and Sally, 7 on 21 June last [Old Book 
A, Letters of Guardianship, Onondaga County}. She was 
allowed pension on her application executed 15 June 
1853, at which time she was aged 72 or 73 years and re- 
siding with her daughter, Sally Taylor, in Savannah, N. 
Y¥., to which place she moved about 1850. In 1630 she 
was living with her son, Riley Wilson, in Elbridge, N. 
Y., and in 1844 with her daughter, Eliza Shepard, at 
Conquest, N.Y. Nabby Wilson died at the home of her 
daughter, Sally Taylor, in Savannah, Wayne Co., N.Y., 
14 June 1871, aged 90-3-5 (gravestone). She is buried 
in Butler-Savannah Cemetery, South Butler, N.Y.

SYBIL (TINCKNELL)(BIBBLE)(NUTT) DOOLITTLE 
AND HER FAMILY 


By John Insley Coddington, F.A.S.G., of Washington, D.C. 


Sybil Tincknell or Tyncknell was baptized at Wedmore, 
co. Somerset, England, 2 Aug. 1607, and after three 
marriages and widowhoods she died at Malden, Mass., 23 
Sept. 1690, “aged about 82 years" according to her 

ravestone in Malden Cemetery, though she was really 

3. She was the daughter and the elder of two children 
of John Tincknell or Tyncknell, who was baptized at 
Wedmore 29 Sept. 1580 (son of an earlier John Tinck- 
nell), buried there 3 Nov. 1626, and married there 16 
Oct. 1606 to Margery Rodford, baptized there 8 Dec. 
1583, daughter of Simon and Joan (Burges) Rodford of 
Wedmore who were married there 2 May 1583. [Parish 
reo of Wedmore, co. Somerset, 3 vols., Wells, 


Sybil Tincknel married first, at Wedmore, 7 May 
1629, John Bibble (also spelled Bibbill and Bible), who 
is said in the Banks Mss. in the Rare Book Room in the 
Library of Congress to have come from Lympsham, co. 
Somerset, which seems very probable as Lympsham is but 
eight miles from Wedmore. John and Sybil (Tincknell) 
Bibble had no children baptized in Wedmore, and they 
may have left Somerset soon after their marriage. They 
lived for a time in Shadwell, then part of the large 
parish of Stepney, co. Middlesex, but now a part of 
London. 

John Bibble came to New England by 1637, and a house 
lot in Boston was granted to him on 4 Oct. 1637. He 
soon engaged in litigation. At a Court held at Salem 
on 31 March 1640, the Constables of Salem and Marble- 
head were ordered to arrest and commit to gaol in Bos- 
ton William Mead and Thomas Ashley, to answer at the 
next court in Salem to John Bibble in the matter of 
debt (Records and Files of the Quarterly Courts of Es- 
sex County, Mass., 1:10-7]. Sybil had not accompanied 
her husband to New England, and on 9 Oct. 1640 she was 
still in Shadwell. On that date "John Bibble made a 
letter of Attorney to Sibill Bibble his wife of Shad- 
well in Stepney parish &« John Waterton of the same 
shippwright to sue James Buckley of Shadwell ae 
[Note-Book Kept by Thomas Lechford, Esq., p. 181). The 
date of Sybil's cotel in New England is not known, 
but it was probably not long after 1640. 

The Bibbles seem to have lived both at Malden and at 
Hull, Mass. On 29 May 1644, John Bibble was licensed 
as an innkeeper at Hull. On 26 Sept. 1650, "John Bib- 
ble of Hull in N.E. constituted John Tincknell of Wed- 
more in Somersetshire his wives brother to aske leavie 
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«ec. a certaine rent due to his wife for lands in wed- 
more afores@ (being daught® of John Tincknell late of 
wedmore afores® deceased) [Aspinwall Notarial Records, 
322, orig. p. 289). 

John Bibble died (apparently at Hull) between 21 July 
1653, the date of his will, and 21 Aug. following, the 
date of probate in Middlesex Co., Mass. There is a 
record of the death of a "Thomas" Bibble in 5 mo. 1653 
in the Malden Vital Records; doubtless this is a mis- 
take for John Bibble's death. His will, which was 
printed in full in the New England Hist. & Gen. Regis- 
ter, vol. 9, pp. 306-7, = tt the phrase "1 Jo 
Bibbill of Malden in New England living now of Hull in 
New England." From the language of the will, it is 
evident that John and Sybil (Tincknell) Bibble had only 
one child living, namely, Ann, wife of Robert Jones. 

Sybil (Tincknell) Bibble married second, presumably 
at Malden, in January 1658/9, Miles Nutt, who was born 
about 1596 and died at Malden 2 July 1671, aged about 
73. She was his second wife. The birthplace of Miles 
Nutt in England is not known to the present writer, and 
the surname Nutt, though not common, was found in the 
17th century in widely separated parts of England. 
Miles Nutt came to America by 1636, accompanied by a 
first wife whose name is unknown and a daughter Sarah. 
He was a proprietor in Watertown that year, and was 
made freeman 17 May 1637. He then moved to Woburn, 
where he was a proprietor in 1645. His daughter Sarah 
Nutt married at Woburn, 5 Nov. 1644, John Wyman of 
Charlestown, Mass. At some time after this, Miles Nutt 
moved to Charlestown, where he was one of the petition- 
ers in favor of the freedom of the church. 

At the time of their marriage, Miles and Sybil made 
the following contract: 

"A mutuall Agreement made the 4th day of Januarie 
1658 [1658/9] Betweene Miles Nutt and Sibell his Wife 
Concerning the Settling of his Estate upon his said 
wife for her future. Imp: it is my Will and reall In- 
tention that my wife Sibell that now is shall have and 
enjoy hir Life in the house I now live in in Charles- 
towne after my decease And that she hold and possess it 
with all things thereunto belonging or in any wise ap- 
pertaining for terme of her Life moreover it is my will 
& desire that my aforesaid wife Sibell shall have the 
one halfe part of my whole Estate as well reall as per- 
sonall of all and whatsoever I may die possess% of at 
the time of my death Excepting the house above mention- 
ed which she shall Enjoy only for terme of Life, with 
all appertaining thereunto. Furthermore it is my Will 
and desire that if God take first away by death my wife 
Sibell before me that in such Case my will is that the 
s9 halfe part of my Estate as above mentioned (at the 
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time of my death and decease) shallbe given and fall 
unto y® daughter of my Wife Sibell by name Anna the 
wife of Robert Jones and unto his Children of hir Bodie. 
And further it is my desire that if after my decease my 
wife Sibell survives, and that then shee shall desire 
to live & dwell in my house and land at Maulden in such 
case my will & desire is that she shall have libertie 
to have and Enjoy that house & land conditionally that 
that the Estate being equally divided shee give a full 
Allowance for such hir Libertie as Indifferent men shall 
Judge meete in that case. And further I doe fully &« 
really make over unto my wife Sibell that tenne pounds 
which I lately received of William Morris the which he 
is to receive by exchange of his friends in England. I 
doe hereby make it safe unto her to be at hir dispose 
After my death and decease. in witnesse of truth I 
have hereunto sett my hand seal.

Miles 
Witnesses hereunto: James Cary, Solomon Phipps, Thomas 
Carter. Sworne in Court by James Cary & Thomas Carter, 
15:10:74, that this is a true coppie of the above in- 
strumt" [Middlesex County Probate #16116, County 
Court House, Cambridge, Mass. ] 

In addition, Miles Nutt left a will (in the same 
file): 

"The Last Will and Testament of Miles Nutt made the 
first day of Februarie in the yeare 1660 [1660/1) being 
very sensible and in good understanding. I doe firstly 
Committ my soule unto God who gave it me and my Bodie 
to be laid in the grave. Next I doe bequeath unto my 
wife Sibell all and whatsoever I have by deeds under 
hand and seale of a former date I say I doe hereby ful- 
ly ratifie and Confirm what is therein Exprest & men- 
tioned And no more. Nextly whatsoever Estate [ shall 
leave or die seased of more and besides what is given 
by deede to my wife Sibell, I doe bequeath all such Es- 
tate unto my daughter Sarah the now wife of John Wyman 
to have and p'sess whatsoever may Appeare to be mine 
shee to enjoy it for terme of life and after her de- 
cease the said Estate to fall unto hir Children that 
Are or may be, to bee divided equally betweene them on- 
ly the eldest son John shall have a double portion. And 
further my Will is that John Wyman the Elder be Execu- 
tor unto this my Last Will and Testament and I doe fur- 
ther desire and here nominate my trusted friends Solo- 
mon Phipps and John Catler |[sic—probably John Carter 
was intended} to be my overseers in trust to see this 
my Will performed. The mark of Miles Nutt 
Witnesses hereunto: James Cary, Solomon Phipps, Thomas 
Carter. James Cary & Tho: Carter do attest on oath 
that the abovesd is a true coppie of Miles Nutts will." 
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From the language of the foregoing contract and will, 
we may, perhaps, infer that Miles Nutt was Sybil (Tinck- 
nell) Bibble's enthusiastic »ridegroom in January 10579 
but a bit more restrained by 1 Feb. 1660/1. Miles Nutt 
was a juror in Charlestown in 1660, and Sybil his wife 
joined the church there on 29 (6) 16600. They evidently 
moved to Miles Nutt's house in Malden after that year. 

After Nutt's death in 1671, Sybil remained a widow 
three years, then married third, at Malden, 30 Oct. 
1674, John Doolittle (or Dowlettell, as he himself 
wrote the name). Sybil was his second wife. 

According to Elijah E. Brownell's edition of Charles 
E. Banks, Topographical Dictionary of 2885 English Emi- 

rants to New fn load (1 > P- 184, John Doolittle and 

is brother Abr came from Ribbesford, co. Worcester. 
The authority given is Banks Mss. The present writer 
has not been able to find the reference in the original 
Banks Mss. in the Library of Congress. The Parish Reg- 
isters of Ribbesford commence in 1574, but have not 
been searched in connection with this article. Several 
other New England settlers came from Ribbesford, and 
"Doelittle" was a Worcestershire name. In An Index to 
Worcestershire Fines, 1649-1714, edited by John Amph- 
lett (1596), the name appears twelve times; six times 
in connection with the parish of Kidderminster, and 
once each in connection with Bewdley, Offenham, Shraw- 
ley, Rushock, Holt and St. Swithins. Bewdley is an 
adjoining parish to Ribbesford, and from Bewdley came 
the prominent Wakeman family of New Haven. 

To New Haven came Abraham Doolittle, John's (prob- 
ably younger) brother, who was born about 1620 and died 
at Wallingford, Conn., 11 Aug. 1690, aged about 70. He 
married first, Joan Allen, who was baptized at Kempston, 
co. Bedford, 12 Oct. 1617, daughter of Janes Allen of 
Kempston, blacksmith, whose will, dated / Jan. 1656, 
names “Abram Dewlittle « my daughter Joane his wife, 
living now also in New England." (The will of James 
Allen was given in full in George P. Allen, A History 
and Genealogical Record of the Alling-Allens of New 
Haven, Conn. (1599), pp. 9-1ll, and was later briefly 
mentioned in George Sherwood, American Colonists in 
English Records, lst Series (1932), p. 47; and other 
records of the Allens in England were given by Donald 
L. Jacobus in The American Genealogist, vol. 27, pp. 
7-9.] The Parish Registers of Kempston, published in 
the Bedfordshire Parish Register Series, contain no 
mention of any Doolittles, and indeed it seems quite 
possible that Abraham married in New Haven, where 
Joan's brother Roger Allen (or Alling) had settled. 

For other details concerning Abraham Doolittle, and his 
descendants, see William Frederick Doolittle, The Doo- 
little Family in America, Cleveland, Ohio, 1901-5, and 
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Donald Lines Jacobus, New Haven Genealogical Magazine, 
vol. 3, Su6-562. 

John and Abraham Doolittle are said to have been in 
Boston as early as 1640. Abraham removed to New Haven 
in 1644 and his later career is associated with that 
colony. But John moved to Lynn about 1643, and later 
to Rumney Marsh [now Chelsea and Revere, Mass.}. "John 
Doelittell" was chosen Constable of Rumney Marsh at a 
general town meeting held 14 (1) 1652/3. On 12 (1) 
1654/5, John Doolittle and two others were chosen to 
run the line between Lynn and Boston and Charlestown 
and Boston. On 9 March 1662/3, he was chosen surveyor 
of the highway at Rumney Marsh for the ensuing year. 

He was again chosen Constable for Rumney Marsh on 13 
March 1670/1, and in April 1680 he was chosen Tything- 
man for Rumney Marsh. in 1660 he was made executor of 
the will of William Bunnell of Pulling Point, and in 
the same year he was named in the will of the Rev. Ed- 
ward Holyoke of Lynn, who died at Rumney Marsh 4 May 
1660. John Doolittle died at Salem between 22 Sept. 
1681 (the date of his will) and 14 Oct. following (the 
date of probate). The will reads: 

"I John Dowlettel living in Rumney Marsh make this 
my last will and testament. ‘To my loving wife Sybbell 
the thirds of the rent of my houses and landes, also 
her houses and land at Malden and Forty pounds and oth- 
er goods all which is mentioned in perticular in a 
writing under my hand before marriage to her which Some 
of those perticular goods I have received but the most 
part I have not, also my will is that what ever other 
goods that were hers before I married her, that are in 
the house, as bees &c. that are not mentioned in the 
writing Shee should have forever. Also my wife should 
have that land and marsh which I bought of Thomas Well- 
man, and after her death |these lands] to be equally 
divided between Benjamin Jones and the children of Mary 
Jenkins the wife of Obadiah Jenkins the Grandchildren 
of my said wife. To my brother Abraham Dowlettell I 
devise the marsh bought of Mr. Holyoke in Lynn, to be 
to him for his life and at his death to his son John 
forever. Also to my brother Abraham I give the marsh 
bought of Goodman Browne in Lynn, and my part of the 
house that was Mr Coggans, and my part of the house 
that was Mr Robinsons, both in Boston, and fifty pounds 
to bee equally divided among his children as they come 
of age. Also all my wearing Clothes. To John Dowlet- 
tell the son of my brother Abraham fifty pounds. To 
Joseph Floyd the son of John Floyd the houses and lands 
that John Paul lives in, when he comes of age, and if 
he die before the age orf twenty-one it is to be equally 
divided between his brothers and sisters. To Rev. Mr. 
Wigglesworth Pastor of the Church of Malden 20 shil- 
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lings in silver yearly as long as he liveth in Maiden. 
To Sarah Floyd daughter of John Floyd one hundred 
pounds. To John Floyd that two hundred pounds that 
Ebenezer Stocker is to pay me, twenty pounds a year 
towards my maintaining one of his sons at the Colledge. 
To Sarah Floyd wife of John Floyd fifty pounds, and to 
their children fifty pounds to be equally divided be- 
tween them as they come of age. Signed 22 Sept. 1681. 
John Doolittle his marke 
Witnesses: John Richards his marke 
Ebenezer Stocker his marke 

John Richards and Ebenezer Stocker made oath in Bos- 
ton 25 Oct. 1681. Dowlettell his Inventory, taken 10: 
8:1681—Total £1578:07:0. John Floyd the Executor made 
oath 14 Oct. 1681" (Suffolk County, Mass., Probate 
#1196, not printed in W. F. Doolittle, The Doolittle 
Family in America, the author of which says, pp. 53-4, 
that Sohn Doolittle was "said to be" brother of Abra- 
ham. Had the author seen this will, he would have been 
able to state the brotherhood positively]. 

Sybil (Tincknell) (Bibble) (Nutt) Doolittle remained 
a widow for the third and last time, for almost nine 
years. Her own will follows: 

"I Sybille Doolittle of Malden widow make this my 
last Will and Testament in manner following. I commit 
my soul to God who made it and my Bodie to earth whence 
it came. I give to Obadiah Jenkins and Mary his wife 
and to their Children all my housing and lands in Mal- 
den with all my movables, he the said Obadiah Jenkins 
paying out of it unto my Grand children Robert, Zechary, 
Benjamen and Rebeccah Jones five pounds a piece when 
they come of age, the sons at y® age of twenty one, the 
daughter at y©® age of eighteen. Item I give to my 
Grand child Sarah Browne one pewter platter and to her 
son Joseph Browne two pewter platters. item I give to 
Hannah Paddick five shillings and to her children John 
and Mary two pewter platters a piece. And I make my 
grandson Obadiah Jenkins my Executor of this my Last 
Will and Testament And I nominate and Desire my loving 
friend Mr Wigglesworth « Deacon Sprague to be y® over- 
seers of this my last Will to see it performed. In 
witness whereof {i have set my hand this twenty fifth 
day of December eighty three. her

The only known child of Sybil (Tincknell) (Bibble) 
(Nutt) Doolittle, by her first husband, John Bibble, 
was: 


1 i. Ann or Anna, b. about 1630; see below. 


1. Ann or Anna Bibble, born in England about 1630, 
died between 7 June 1677 and 22 Sept. 1681. As "an: 
Bibble" she was one of the women of Malden and Charles- 
town who signed a petition to the General Court of Mas- 
sachusetts Bay requesting that Rev. Marmaduke Matthews 
be permitted to remain as minister at Malden. The date 
of this petition was 28 Oct. 1651, and Ann must have 
been of age to sign it (Deloraine Pendre Corey, The 
History of Malden, Mass., 1899, p. 146]. in her fa- 
ther's will, dated 21 July 1653, she was named as wife 
of Robert Jones and her eldest child John received a 
bequest of 10s. it is presumed, therefore, that her 
marriage to Robert Jones took place at the end of 1651 
or early in 1652. 

Her husband was Robert“ Jones, eldest son of Robertl 
and Elizabeth (Soane) Jones. He is said to have been 
born near Reading, co. Berks, England, after 1625, in 
which year his parents were married |Melvin E. Jones, 
Jones-Hathaway-Richards-Gooding Genealogy, 1934, p. 3]. 
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Robert? Jones was a planter at Hingham, Mass., in 1636, 
and Robert¢ probably accompanied his father to America 
and lived at Hingham till his marriage. At that time, 
Robert apparently moved to Hull, then made a further 
move to Rehoboth, Mass., after the death of his father- 
in-law John Bibble. He bought land in Rehoboth from 
Robert Titus on 23 March 1653/4, and had settled there 
by mid-September 1654. He took the oath of fidelity at 
Rehoboth and lived there over fifteen years, but moved 
to Swansea, Mass., soon after 28 Feb. 1669/70. He is 
mentioned in Richard LeBaron Bowen, Early Rehoboth (4 
vols., Rehoboth, 1945-9}, 1:16, 36, » 39, qi, he, 43, 
57, 633 and 3:48, 64, 145, 156, 168. Robert Jones, to- 
gether with his eldest son John and son-in-law Joseph 
Lewis, fought the Indians in King Philip's War, and all 
three were killed and scalped by Indians in a skirmish 
at Swansea on 24 June 1675 [Plymouth Colony Records, 8: 
61, Jones-Hathaway-Richards-Gooding Genealogy, loc. 
cit. 7 
~ In both Savage, Genealogical Dictionary of New Eng- 
land, 2:564-5, and Pope, Pioneers of Massachusetts, p. 

» there is some confusion between the careers of 
Robert! and Robert? Jones. This is cleared up by Mel- 
vin E. Jones in his Gensalogy. Robert! Jones survived 
his eldest son by more than sixteen years and died at 
Hingham 17 Nov. 1691, leaving a will dated 20 Apr. 1688 
in which he bequeathed "to my grandchildren which are 
the children of my son Robert Jones deceased" (History 
of Hingham, Mass., 1893, vol. 2, p. 387]. "The heirs 
of Robert Joanes" [meaning the heirs of Kobert<)} and 
their property in Rehoboth are mentioned in a list of 
the inhabitants of Rehoboth in 1689, printed by Rich- 
ard LeBaron Bowen in the New England Hist. and Gen. 
Register, 97:320, 326.

Benjamin Jones, b. at Swansea 8 May 167; named in the 
will of his step-grandfather John Doolittle in 1681 
and in that of his grandmother Sybil in 1683. He is 
said by Melvin E. Jones, in the Jones-Hathaway-Rich- 
ards-Gooding Genealogy, p. 3, to have lived at Bris- 
Redes Norton, Mass., but no record 
of him or his family appears in the printed Vital 
Records of Norton. He m. at Bristol, 18 Sept. 1696, 
Elizabeth Borden (Arnold, Vital Record of R, I., 6, 
Bristol, p. 29). The identity of this woman puzzles 
the present writer. She does not appear in the ac- 
count of the Borden family in Austin, Gen. Dict. of 
R. pp. 23-l, or in Hattie Borden Weld, Histori- 
@al-and Genealogical Record of the Descendants of 
Richard and Joan Borden, 1099. 

The descendants of Benjamin} and Elizabeth (S3or- 
den) Jones in the male line are traced by Melvin E. 
Jones in his Genealogy (ante cit.), but one item of 
possible error in ine fine book should be noted. 
Mr. Jones states (p. 3) that Elizabeth Jones, b. at 
Bristol, R.I., 12 July 1697, eldest of the seven 
children of Benjamin and Elizabeth (Borden) Jones, 
"perhaps married by intention dated Nov. 171 Wil- 
liam Coddington." It is the opinion of the present 
writer that the Elizabeth Jones who married William 
Coddington was a younger woman, of a different Jones 
family. 


2. Mary Jones, daughter of Robert and Ann (Bibble) 
Jones, was probably born at Hull, Mass., socn after 21 
July 1653, as she was not mentioned in John Bibble's 
will of that date; died before 1 April 1720, probably 
at Malden. She married first, at Swansea, 13 June 1671, 
Joseph® Lewis (Edmund!), The date of Joseph's birth is 
not known. He was killed in battle with the indians at 
Swansea, 24 June 1674, together with his father-in-law 
and brother-in-law. A full biography of Joseph Lewis 
appears in George Harlan Lewis, "Edmund Lewis of Lynn 
and some of his Descendants," Essex Institute Hist. 
Coll., 43:71, 78-81, 121-2. nag 

Mary (Jones) Lewis evidently left Swansea soon after 
her tragic bereavement, and moved to Malden to live 
with her grandmother Sybil (Tincknell) (Bibble) (Nutt) 
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Doolittle. She married second, at Malden, 11 Jan. 
1676/7, Obadiah® Jenkins, son of Joel! and Sarah (Gil- 
bert) Jenkins of Braintree and Malden. Obadiah was 
baptized at Boston 13 Oct. 1650, and died (probably at 
Malden) shortly before 1 Apr. 1720, on which date let- 
ters of administration on his and his wife's estates 
were granted to his eldest son Joel. Obadiah Jenkins, 
Mary his wife and their children were mentioned in the 
will of Obadiah's step-grandfather-in-law John Doolit- 
tle, dated 22 Sept. 1681; Obadiah was appointed execu- 
tor by his grandmother-in-law Sybil in her will, dated 
25 Dec. 1683, and he acted as such when the will was 
probated in 1690. Rev. Michael Wigglesworth of Malden 
testified that Obadiah and Mary (Jones)(Lewis) Jenkins 
"dearly earned" what they received in Sybil's will be- 
cause of the "great care & trouble" they had with the 
old lady. For further details concerning Obadiah Jen-

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A BRANCH OF THE BRIES FAMILY 
IN BUCKS COUNTY, PENNSYLVANIA

The Bries family was extensively treated by William 
J. Hoffman, supra, vol. 21, pp. 147-153, and vol. 23, 
pp. 55-56. e immigrant, Hendrick Volckertse Bries, 
had three sons, Volckert, Jouriaen, and Cornelis, each 
of whom named a. son Hendrick for their fatier. The son 
of Volckert is well traced by Mr. Hoffman, the son of 
Cornelis partially so. 

Of the son of Jouriaen by wife Angenietje Barents, 
all that is said is that he was baptized at Manhattan 
Dutch Church, 9 Sept. 1694. It is reasonably certain 
that he was the Henry Brees of Bensalem, Bucks County, 
Pennsylvania, who made his will on 2 Feb. 1736/7, pro- 
bated 26 April 1739 [Bucks Wills, 2:2], mentioning wife 
Hana; youngest daughters Sara and Hana; sons Henry and 
John; daughters Nealcha (|Eleonor], Create |Margaretj, 
in addition to the two already mentioned as youngest; 
executors: wife and Philip Tilyer of Byberry; witnesses: 
Abraham Massey, Mary Staats, Peter Staats. 

Also, it was almost certainly this Hendrick and not 
his cousin, the son of Volckert, who married Hannah, 
daughter of John and Margaret ( ) Field, on pant 
see F, C, Pierce, The Field Genealo (Chicago 1901), 
1:134 f. The list of children of the son of Volckert 
is out of harmony, onomastically and chronologically, 
with the will cited. The son of Cornelis had a wife 
Dina Dusecoy as late as 31 Jan. 1724/5, yet, if the 
testator of Bensalem was Hannah Field's husband, that 
marriage had taken place before the death of her father 
in 1725, as he mentions his daughter Hannah Breese in 
his will. Therefore, the Bensalem man was the son of 
Jouriaen. The baptisms of his children have not been 
found anywhere. 

Further information on this family comes from Bucks 
Deeds, 7:298, dated 17 Aug. 1745, recorded 29 Jan. 
1746/7, in which part of the farm of Henry> Brees was 
conveyed to Isaac Lawrew by the following grantors: 
Henry Brees, yeoman, eldest son of coer 6 Margaret 
his wife; Hannah, widow of said Henry(3}; John Brees, 
another son of Henry(3], who married before his brother 
did and at that time received a deed of half the farm; 
Margaret, wife of Jacobus Van Sant; Nealcha, wife of 
John Rodman [who gave a quitclaim deed dated 14 Aug. 
1745 (Bucks Deeds, 7:264) to her brothers Henry and 
John Brees]; Sarah and Hannah Brees. 

The elder son Hen Brees married at Abington Pres- 
byterian Church, 17 Dec. 1742, Margaret McKarte, prob- 
ably daughter of Cornelius Macarty of Middletown, hus- 
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bandman (died ca. 1731 [Bucks Wills, 1:146 f.]), by_his 
wife who was, probably, Gaterina, daughter of Dire 
Kroesen (Gerrit Dircksen+) by wife Elizabeth Cregier. 
Henry+ Brees must be the Henry Breece listed as resi- 
dent of Bucks County in the 1790 Federal Census (2/0/3). 
No probate has been found in Bucks County. 

John4 Brees married, before his brother married, 
Elizabeth Prale. Their son Johannes was baptized at 
Churchville on 29 March 1750, perhaps the John Brees 
par gg Susannah Cooper at Abington, 15 Dec. 1771. 
Jo left no probate in Bucks County: his widow was 
probably either the Elizabeth Brees who married John 
Hatten on 17 Nov. 1764, or the woman of the same name 
who married Samuel Linton on 30 Jan. 1765. Whichever 
of these two men did not marry the widow presumably 
married a daughter of Henry4+ Brees. 

What other children Henry4 Brees or Breece had is 
not known, but he was probably father to that Charles 
Breece who married Mary Strang at the Third Presbyter- 
ian Church, Philadelphia, 17 May 1788. Charles Breece 
has not been found in the 1790 Census, but he was prob- 
ably then living, as yet without children, at home with 
his father in Bucks County. In 1800 he was in Cedar 
Ward, Philadelphia, with one male under 10, one 26-45, 
one female 26-45 and two under 10. He was warranted 

OO acres in Northumberland County on 26 Nov. 1793 

Pennsylvania Archives, 3:25:82] and the same in Lu- 
zerne County on 15 Aug. 1794 libid., 195], but he did 
not take up these lands, and nothing more is known of 
him than that he was probably father to Maria Minerva, 
born in Philadelphia, 1 Feb. 1797, died near Strouds- 
burg, Pa., 2 Aug. 1881, wife of George Levers? Van Bus- 
kirk (Joseph>, George4+, John3, Andries@, Lourens Andrie- 
senl), born in present Monroe County, Pa., at Saylors- 
burg, 19 Dec. 1794, died there 18 Feb. 1868.

Bucks County, Pennsylvania

The sketch of Dirck Kroesen (Gerrit Dircksenl) in 
the New York Gen. and Biog. Record, 79:100, was com- 
piled without benefit of data found in his will dated 
4 Jan. 1729/30, probated in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
25 Dec. 1731. The will mentions no daughter Elizabeth 
whom the compiler assigned to this man on the basis of 
her marriage at Churchville on 20 Jan. 1729/30 to Jo- 
hannes Slecht. She was said to be from Staten Island 
and was probably daughter to Gerrit< Kroesen by his 
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wife Marytie Nevius. The will also names several chil- 
dren not listed by the compiler of the sketch cited, as 
follows:

ii. Francis, bapt. Brooklyn, 11 Sept. 1689; in will. 

Neeltje, bavt. there, 13 Mar. 1692/3; not in will.

in-law, and his wife Trintje as executors, and al- 
ludes to children not named; witnesses: Derick Cruse 
and Ann Edmondson, both by mark, and Jeremiah Croas- 
dale. 


PUDERBAUGH FAMILY OF ELKHART COUNTY, INDIANA

An old title abstract in the writer's possession 
provides some facts about the Jacob Pudabaugh ( Puder- 
baugh) family through the years 1834-1857, which may be 
of interest to descendants. The original patent #701 
for certain Elkhart, Indiana, land was issued to Howel 
Huntsman, Aug. 2, 1831. Then follows a recital of a 
warranty deed of June 1834 conveying this real estate 
to Jacob Pudabaugh and Rebecca his wife of Elkhart 
County, State of Indiana. In 1835 a petition was filed 
for the appointment of an administrator of the estate 
of Jacob Puderbaugh. June 2, 1855, a deed record re- 
cites "parties of the first part and David Puderbaugh, 
Jacob Puderhaugh, Andrew Puderbaugh, and Catherine Pud- 
erbaugh, heirs at law of Jacob Puderbaugh, deceased, 
late of Elkhart County, Indiana." In 1855 the abstract 
further states that Jacob and Andrew Puderbaugh are of 
Darke County, Ohio, David of Berrien County, Michigan, 
and Ezekiel Roe and Catherine his wife of Wells County, 
Indiana. July 4, 1857, it speaks of David Puderbaugh 
of St. Joseph County, Indiana, Jacob Puderbaugh of 
Franklin County, Kansas Territory, and Ezekiel and 
Catherine Koe of Wells County, Indiana.

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LINE OF STEPHEN GREENE OF PHILADKLPHIA TO GREENS

The ancestry of Stephen Greene of Philadelphia, Pa., 
founder of the printing firm that bears his name, has 
been the objective of several investigations. Family 
tradition made General Nathaniel Greene of the Revolu- 
tion a cousin, which would, if true, indicate a descent 
from the Rhode Island family. This has not been estab- 
lished and seems unlikely. 

Stephen Greene, born 25 Sept. 1831, died in Phila- 
delphia 21 May 1908, married at Columbia, Pa., 10 Jan. 
1853, Martha Mifflin Houston, born 6 July 1832, died 6 
Sept. 1921, daughter of Samuel Nelson and Susan (Strick- 
ler) Houston, and granddaughter of Lt.-Col. Jacob and 
Sarah (Wilson) Strickler. They had seven children, all 
entered in the Greene Family Bible kept by Stephen 
Greene. It does not seem advisable to publish here the 
Bible record in full, as some of the entries are of a 
somewhat recent date. Edwin A. Barber, Barber Genealo- 

, Philadelphia 1890, p. 33, carries the children and 
grandchildren of Stephen Greene to 1890 and is most ac- 
curate. Margaret E. Houston, Houstons of Pequa, n.d., 
pp. 54-57, gives records of Stephen's children, grand- 
children and some great-grandchildren to the year 1924, 
but the writer considers this book less reliable. 

The following entries from the Bible are given, to 
establish the point from which we seek to trace the 
earlier ancestry, and for such clues as may be derived 
from them:

Stephen Greene, his wife Martha, and those of his 
children now deceased, are buried in Woodland Cemetery 
in Philadelphia, in his own lot, as is also Stephen's 
father, Nathan Whiting Greene, whose inscription con- 
firms the bible record. Mary (Wasson) Greene was prob- 
ably buried in Columbia, Pa., but the whereabouts of 
her grave has not been learned. 

Nathan Whiting Greene appears in the 1880 Census in 
the household of his son Stephen Greene, his age given 
as 79. For the parentage of his wife, see "The Wassons 
of New York," ante, vol. 23, pages 87-89. 

David T. Selden Greene, the father of Nathan Whiting 
Greene, does not appear in the census records of Canaan, 
Columbia Co., N.Y. (then called New Canaan), though a 
number of other Greens or Greenes are listed. However, 
the present writer believes he can be identified with a 
David Green, son of Eliphalet Green of Granby, Mass., 
born in Granby 14 April 1766. The reason for the al- 
teration of his name is suggested by the following two 
weeny from the Court of General Sessions, book 15, 
page 5: 

"Dec. 15, 1789. By the oath of 12 jurors, presents 
that David Green of Granby, co. of Hampshire, Laborer, 
at Granby did with Force and Arms feloniously steel, 
take away three sheep the property of Elijah Hunt of 
Granby of the Price of 40 shillings to the great Damage 
of sd Elijah against the peace & Dignity of the Common- 
wealth & signed by Moses Kingsley, Freeman - The sd 
David was brought into court by the Sheriff &« having 
heard sd presentments read pleaded guilty. The Court 
decreed that David be whipped on the naked back, Ten 
Stripes &« that he pay sd Elijah six pounds being three 
fold Damages, and that sd David is ordered to be sent 
to Castle Island & that the costs of this Prosecution 
be paid out of the County Treasury which is £9-12-2. 
Order made Mar. 29, 1790." 

Then again under date of February 9, 1790: "Twelve 
Jurymen presented that David Green of Granby, yeoman, 
did at Williamsburg Jan. 21, 1790, with force & arms 
take 3 yards of Drab Broad Cloth value £2-14-0, 7 1/2 
yards of Shalbon, 7 1/2 yards of Serge, 6 1/2 yards of 
Corduroy, 5 1/2 yards of Velvet, 4 1/2 yards of Red 
Broad Cloth, 2/7 yards of Holland, 20 yards of Chintz, 
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33 yards of Callico, 50 yards of Silk Crape, 4 yards of 
Broad Cloth, 6 yards of Blue Broad Cloth, 6 1/2 yards 
of blue Br'd Cloth, 16 of black Silk hankerchiefs, 5 
1/2 yards of Mode, 5 pieces of black Ribon, value £62-2 
being the goods of Asa White of Williamsburg. Sd David 
pleaded guilty &« Court decreed that he be whipped on 
the naked Back 20 stripes and pay £19\-2-6, being three 
fold damages &« that he be sent to Castle island in har- 
bour of Boston at hard Labour during the pace of three 
years. Warrant of Mar. 13, 1790." 

Under date of Jan. 9, 1790, David had conveyed part 
of his property at Granby to John Selden [his brother- 
in-law and cousin] and Ezekiel Barten for £30, most of 
which property he had inherited from his father Elipha- 
let and his brothers Penuel and Jared, and some of 
which he had purchased from the other heirs of his fa- 
ther on 28 May 1788 for £16. The conveyance was wit- 
nessed by [his cousins} Jonathan and Chloe Selden, was 
signed by mark, acknowledged by David Green on 18 Feb. 
1790, and recorded the 19th [Deed Book 3, p. 134-5, 
Northampton]. 

The balance of his property, also from his father 
Eliphalet and brother Jared, he sold on 24 Feb. 1790 to 
John King of Goshen for £35. This deed was also signed 
by mark and acknowledged and recorded on the date of 
purchase [Deed Book 2, p. 499, Northampton]. 

The above sales appear to have been made in order to 
pay the damages which might be adjudged against him. 
After this date he is seen no more in Granby. (It is 
perhaps ironical, possibly significant, that Stephen 
Greene in his lifetime warned his family that a search 
of the Greene ancestors would reveal a "horse-thief." 
David Green was not a poverty-stricken youth. He was 
of a respectable family, certainly on the side of his 
mother, the Seldens, and so far as we know on the Green 
side. in boyhood he had inherited a small amount of 
land, and in very young manhood he had added to this 
inheritance by purchase. The conduct related above is 
therefore most surprising. It will be noted below that 
he had a sister who as a young woman was found to be a 
"distracted person" and had a guardian appointed. It 
may be charitable to assume that David suffered, per- 
haps temporarily, from some form of mental disorder 
which, unlike his sister's, was not in those days rec- 
ognized as such. The reason for believing that he is 
identical with the later David T. Selden Greene is our 
failure to locate such a person, and the reasons which 
David of Granby had to change his icentity somewhat by 
the addition of his mother's name. 

David was apparently not married in Granby, and may 
have married after locating in Canaan, N.Y. His wife 
Fllien has not been identified. The name of his son 
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Nathan Whiting is suggestive, because Col. William 
Bradford Whiting settled in Canaan, and the latter's 
son Nathan Whiting lived there for a time. However, 
this branch of the Whiting family is so completely giv- 
en from family sources in Ancestry of Thomas Chalmers 
Brainerd, Montreal 1948, pp. Esti that no place can 
easily be found for Ellen. It is possible, as sometimes 
happened, that David Green gave this name to his son 
out of friendship, gratitude for some favor, or merely 
respect for a neighbor. 

It has not been determined when David T. Selden 
Greene left Canaan, if he did leave it, where he went 
or where and when he died. He left no will recorded 
anywhere in New York State. His son Nathan Whiting 
Greene appeared briefly at Colesville (now part of Bing- 
hamton) to marry Mary Wasson and have his first two 
children, and finally removed to Columbia, Pa., where 
he had a book store until he went to Philadelphia to 
live with his son Stephen. 

With David's parents we are on firmer ground. 
Eliphalet Green was born 20 Mar. 1/71 at Windhan, 
Conn. (Woodstock, Conn., V.R., p. 72], died at Granby, 

Mass., 10 Feb. 1777 [Granby Town Records, old book A, 
p. 387); married 7 Mar. 1754 at South Hadley |South 
Hadley Town Records, old book No. 2, p. 335] Mercy Sel- 
den, born at Hadley 20 Jan. 1733, daughter of Jonathan 
and Mercy (Ingram) Selden |Edwin Van Deusen Selden, 
Selden Ancestry, Oil City, Pa., 1931, pp. 72, 11,4]. 

He settled at Granby and South Hadley. The property he 
lived on included land purchased [Deeds at Springfield, 
P:3604) by his father David Green of Woodstock on 24 
Sept. 1743 from Francis Green of Hadley. -Eliphalet and 
Mercy had the following children, the first four record 
ed in South Hadley [Old book No. 2, p. 241; see also 
Hadley Genealogies, pp. 62, 119], and the last three 
recorded in Granby [Old book A, p. 391]. Penuel's 
birth is not recorded.

The property then amounted to £57-10-1, debts $17-16, 
leaving £39-1)-1 for distribution. 

Hephzibah, b. 7 Oct. 1761; "was determined a distracted 
person" by the Selectmen of Granby on 8 Dec. 178) 
(Probate, Northampton, box 6, no. 2). Stephen War- 
ner of Granby was appointed her guardian two days 
later. An inventory of her effects was made 27 Dec. 
178, amounting to £12-11-7. She was still alive in 
1788 when she was one of the heirs of her brother 
Jared. 

Penuel, b. say 1763, but perhaps after 1771. He was 
one of the minor children under 1) in 1778. He seems 
to have died by 1788, since he is not named in the 
distribution of his brother Jared's estate, and was 
certainly dead in 1790 when his brother David sold 
realty that had been his.

Inventory of the estate of Eliphalet Green (senior) 
was taken 2 Dec. 1777, showing real estate at £191-12-6, 
personal property at £85-14-19, due to the estate £15- 
5-9; and the estate owed £13-9-9. A guardian's bond 
was posted by the widow, Mercy, on 3 Feb. 1778 for Ja- 
red and Hephzebah, minors over ly, and on 2 May follow- 
ing for David, Penuel, Rhoda and Phebe, minors under 
ly. However, on 5 Feb. 1782 we find Rhoda, aged 13, 
transferred to her brother Eliphalet (jr.) from her 
mother Mercy, who had refused to appear after being 
cited for maladministration. The records of the estate 
{Probate, Northampton, box 64, no. 21] are full and 
explicit. The distribution, dated and sworn 2 April 
1778, set to the widow Mercy Green one third (£63-17-6), 
to Eliphalet Green, eldest son, a double share (£28- 
7-9), and to Jared, Penual, David, Elizabeth, Hephze- 
bah, Rhoda and Phebe, single shares (£1\-3-10-1/2 each). 

Eliphalet's father is identified as David Green of 
Woodstock. 

David Green was born at Mendon, Mass., 24 June 1707, 
son of Francis and Elizabeth Green, and moved with his 
parents in 1713 to Mansfield, Conn., where his birth is 
also entered, but with a day's difference, as 23 June 
1707. The family moved to Windham, Conn., 1726, in 
which year Francis and Elizabeth joined the Congrega- 
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tional Church there, and David Green became a member 
16 May 1731. Since David's first child recorded in 
Woodstock is entered as having been born in Windhan, 
he doubtless married while living in that town. His 
wife was named Tabitha, whose identity is not estab- 
lished. No exhaustive search has been made, but it is 
suggested that she may have been Tabitha Broughton, 
born at Windham 9 Jan. 1712, daughter of John and Tab- 
itha (Kingsley) Broughton. The age and locality are 
right; Tabitha was not a very common name; and Tabitha 
Broughton's younger brother Amos came to Woodstock and 
married there in 1743. At that date, David and Tabitha 
Green were already living there. 

On 24 Sept. 1743, David Green "of Woodstock" receiv- 
ed a conveyance of 53 acres in Hadley from (his father} 
Francis Green “of Hadley,"already mentioned in the ac- 
count of David's son Eliphalet above. Evidently David 
was planning to move to South Hadley but was prevented 
by his death, which occurred 22 July 1744 (Woodstock V. 
R., pe 308). On 1 Sept. 1747, Tabitha Green of Wood- 
stock, Worcester Co., Mass., posted bond as administra- 
trix on the estate of David Green, late "of Hadley," 
deceased; and on 9 Mar. 1/762 Philip Lyon of Springfield 
became guardian of John Green, aged over ly, of South 
Hadley, son of David Green "of Woodstock, sometime 
since deceased" (Probate, Northampton, box 64, nos.

Bunice, b. 5 Oct. 1771; Francis, 6. 30 Oct. 1773; 
and Levina, b. 12 Jan. 1775. On 11 Feb. 1789, Joel 
Chafey or Chaffe of Wilbraham was made guardian to 
Francis Green, a minor aged 15, who is child and heir 
of John Green, late of Woodstock, deceased (Probate, 
Northampton, box 6, no. 29). 


Francis Green, the father of David, with whom our 
account will end, was born at Woburn, Mass., 30 Nov. 
1678, being the eldest son of William@ Green (William!) 
of Woburn by his second wife, Hannah Kendall, and was 
evidently named for his maternal grandfather, Francis 
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Kendall. His first wife, Elizabeth, was mother of his 
children. Her parentage has not been ascertained. The 
first two children of Francis, Mehitabel and Elizabeth, 
were recorded at Woburn in 1703 and 1705. He bought 
land in Mendon, Mass., 22 Apr. 1707 (Proprietors Rec- 
ords of Mendon, p. 807], and his next two children, 
David and Hephzibah, were recorded in Mendon, in 1707 
and 1709 respectively. The fifth child, Priscilla, 
1711, was probably born in Mendon but was not recorded 
there. 

On 28 Mar. 1713, Francis Green purchased 117 acres 
in Mansfield, Conn., being called of Mendon, but on 23 
Nov. of the same year was “of Mansfield" in a deed 
[Mansfield Deeds, 1:326, 328). His youngest brother, 
Joseph, born at Woburn, 14 Apr. 1694, seems to have 
come to Mansfield with him, for on 15 Nov. 1714 (before 
he was of age), Joseph Green of Mansfield, Carpenter, 
bought 50 acres there; and 8 Jan. 1717/18 Francis Green 
of Mansfield, Miller, sold land to his "Brother" Joseph 
Green of Mansfield, "Joyner" [ibid., 1:368, 530]. 

Francis and Elizabeth Green had all ten of their 
children entered in Mansfield records, including the 
five mentioned above who were actually born before they 
came to Mansfield. The younger five were Hannah, 1713, 
Francis, 1715, Abigail, 1717, Samuel, 1719, and Sarah, 
1723/4. Francis sold out in Mansfield for O, his 
wife Elizabeth releasing her right of dower |ibid., 2: 
383], and moved to Windham, Conn., where Francis, Eliz- 
abeth and Mehitabel Green joined the church in 1726; 
David Green joined 16 May 1731; Abigail Green, 26 June 
1736; and Hannah Green, 5 Feb. 1738. He appears in 
Windham Land Records as of that town in deeds from 1727 
to 1731. 

On 11 Nov. 1732, Francis Green "of Stafford," Conn., 
sold his last land in Windham |Windham Deeds, G:209]. 
On 15 Feb. 1730/1, called "of Windham," he had bought 
two tracts in Stafford for £300, but on 29 Dec. 1736 
was “of Hadley, Hampshire County, Mass., late of Staf- 
ford" (Stefford Deeds, 1:411, 624). We have already re- 
cited his conveyance to (his son] David Green of land 
in Hadley in 1743. Francis called himself of South 
Hadley in his will, dated 27 June 1759, proved 12 Feb. 
1760, but unfortunately (from a genealogical point of 
view) left everything to his wife Mabel Green, whom he 
named executrix. She was of course a second wife. 

The writer wishes to acknowledge the invaluable as- 
sistance of Mr. Walter E. Corbin of Florence, Mass., 
in obtaining much of the above information; and to thank 
Mr. Donald L. Jacobus for the account of Francis Green.

FARMINGBURY (WOLCOTT), CONN., CHURCH RECORDS 


Copied by Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., New Haven, Conn. 


Eureka! It was noted ante, vol. 28, p. 101, that 
the church records of Wolcott, formerly the parish of 
Farmingbury in Waterbury and Farmington, had been de- 
posited at the State Library in Hartford, Conn., and 
doubt was expressed that these would include vital sta- 
tistics of the church, missing for many years. The 
early marriages, baptisms and deaths are included. The 
records have not yet been indexed, and we are printing 
here the marriages for the first twelve years. To save 
space, the abbreviation Fy. will be used for Farming- 
bury. The minister at this period was the Rev. Alexan- 
der Gillet, and at the top of the first page of marri- 
ages he wrote: "A Gillet My own marriage with Adah 
Soars of this place attended by MT. S. Newel 23 Dec. 
1775.

ERRATA AND ADDENDA 


Children of Reginald, Earl of Cornwall: A Correction. 


Mr. Geoffrey Wh tor of the New Complete Peeraxe, 
has drawn the author's attention to an error in t a- 
bove-named article [ante, vol. 29, pages 1, and 15). 
The text states, page 14, last line, that the New Com- 
lete Peerage cites The History and Genealogy of the 
— Fenily (by Albert A. Pomeroy) as an authority 
on the Pomerai-Pomeroy family (descendants of Henry de 
la Pomerai and Rohesia, sister of the whole blood of 
Reginald, Earl of Cornwall). This statement is incor- 
rect. It was Frederick aves in his Ancestral 
Roots of Sixty Colonists (1951, see page 150), previous 
Ty cited In the articie, who in his Lines 121 and 195 
employed this reference. The writer is happy to note 
that Dr. Weis in his Supplement (1952, page 5) corrects 
the errors based on this source. The analysis of Mr. 
Pomeroy's book is still important to the study, however, 
since the book is widely distributed in America. 

The authority cited by the New Complete Peerage is 
the admirable book of Mr. Edward B. Powley, The House 
of de la Pomerai (University of Liverpool Press, 1944), 
which corrects many errors in the older pedigrees of 
this family, is well prepared and carefully documented. 
The writer regrets his unfortunate mistake in attribut- 
ing the wrong reference citation to the editors of the 
Peerage, but would note nevertheless that they err in 
assigning four daughters to Reginald (|Vol. XI, Appendix 
D, page 108, footnote], since as shown in the above ar- 
ticle the "daughter" Ursula (one of the four generally 
given as his), reputed wife of Walter de Dunstanville, 
apparently did not exist. Hence it would appear that 
Reginald had only three known daughters.

Herck Sibertszen's wife ntie Theunis, supra, Vol. 
27, Ppe 109-lle. This ee had fifteen children bap- 
tized over a period of thirty-seven years, but nothing 
is said concerning their remarkable mother save that 
her father was obviously named Theunis and that there 
seems to have been a connection with the de Key family. 
Thus the impression is given that Wyntie might have 
been sister of Jacob! Toenissen de Key, on whose ances- 
try see Mr. Hoffman's excellent article, supra, Vol. 
30, pp. 89-96. Mr. Hoffman discovered Solhine about 
brothers and sisters of Jacob; but this Wyntie was not 
really his sister. though she was his sister-in-law. 
She was Weyntje, born at Naarden, Holland, on 23 Ju- 
ly 1628, eldest child of Theunis Thomaszen Quick, a 
metzelaer or stone mason at New Amsterdam by 1640, by 
his wife Belijtgen Jacobus, whom he married (both for 
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the first time) at Naarden on 9 March 1625. That Theu- 
nixw and Belijtgen had a daughter of the right name is 
proved by her birth record. Lacking any will for Theu- 
nis, we are dependent upon the names of the thirty- 
eight persons, counting duplicates, who witnessed the 
baptisms of those thirteen of Herck Sibertszen's chil- 
dren for whom the names of the witnesses are recorded. 
Among these are Theunis de Metselaer, Beelitje Jacobs 
(thrice), Hillegonde Theunis, Jacob Teuniszen, Jacob 
Theuniszen de Key, Jacob Theuniszen Cray, Jacobus de 
Key (twice), Geertje Theunis (twice), and Karsten Luur- 
zen. Here we have the maternal grandfather, the mater- 
nal grandmother, two maternal aunts and their husbands. 
The conclusion is inescapable that Herck Sibertszen 
married a daughter of Theunis Thomaszen Quick, as was 
rightly claimed by Arthur Craig Quick, A Genealo of 
the skit Family in America (privately printed, ToL27, 
Ppp. Yrili-

Editor's Note: We are indebted MeCracken for 
his demonstration of the identity of the redoubtable 
Wyntie. We owe it to Mr. Conklin Mann to say that he 
had briefly drawn our attention to the Quick family as 
Wyntie's origin. It thus appears that she was 53 when 
her youngest child was baptized, and it is entirely 
possible that she became a mother at that age. However, 


since there is a gap of over six years between the bap- 
tism of this child and that of the penultimate child, 
it is possible that the baptism of the youngest child 
was delayed for reasons unknown until some years after 
his birth. 


A FLOYD-NICOLL-WOODHULL PROBLEM 
By Donald Lines Jacobus, M.A., F.A.S.G. 


it is our purpose here to set forth the terms of a 
serious problem. The research has not been exhaustive, 
and we shall welcome any further facts which may have 
a bearing on the solution of the problem. 

The will of Col. Richard Floyd of Brookhaven, Long 
Island, Gentleman, made 27 Feb. 1738 [Abstracts of 
Wills, New York, 3:258], mentions no wife but names 
Several children including a son Nicoll and a daughter 
Charity. William S. Pelletreau appended an editorial 
note to this will stating that Richard Floyd was born 
12 May 1665, died 28 Feb. 1728 (sic, error for 1738], 
and married on 10 Sept. 1686 Margaret, daughter of Col. 
Matthias Nicoll. He does not state the source of his 
information, but in view of the lack of vital statis- 
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tics for the town of Brookhaven, it is probable that 
a private family record was supplied to Mr. Pelletreau. 

Inscriptions on stones at Setauket in Brookhaven, in 

New York Gen. and Biog. Record, 15:41, give the epitaph 
or Col. Richard Floyd who died 28 Feb. 1737/8 in the 
73rd year of his age; and of "Mrs. Margaret Nicolls 
Wife of Col Richard Floyd" who died 1 Feb. 1718 in her 
S7th year. It was a trifle unusual at that period to 
state the maiden name of a wife on a monument in pre- 
cisely this way, and it will be noted that the year of 
her death was not, like her husband's, double-dated. 
It is therefore a fair question, bearing on the eviden- 
tial value of the stone, whether it was erected short- 
ly after 1718 or whether it was erected by descendants 
long after Margaret's death. 

Secretary Matthias Nicoll (d. 1687) acquired land 
in Brookhaven which, in 1675, he conveyed to his son 
William. The latter settled there and died between 
17 Mar. 1718/19 (date of will) and 27 Aug. 1723 (date 
of probate). William's son Benjamin died in 1724 in- 
testate, having married Col. Richard Floyd's daughter 
Charity (1692-1758) who, if her mother was Margaret 
Nicoll, was his first cousin. 

On 23 Sept. 1725, the widow Charity (Floyd) Nicoll 
married the Rev. Dr. Samuel Johnson of Stratford, Conn. 
She had two Nicoll sons and several children by Dr. 
Johnson. In 1757 Dr. Johnson wrote a letter to his son 
concerning the family history, and this letter is quot- 
ed extensively in the Salisbury Family-Histories and 
Penealogies (1892). The following is quoted in vol. 2, 
p. O90: And now as to your mother's ancestors. Floyd 
is doubtless originally Lloyd.....All I can learn is 
that your grandfather Pee Col. Richard Floyd] was 
born at Newcastle on the Delaware, that his Father and 
mother came from Wales, and that when he came and set- 
tled at Long Island they came with him, and lived to be 
old. His wife was Margaret Woodhull, whose Father was 
an English Gentleman of a considerable Family, cousin 
German, by his mother, to Lord Carew....." 

Dr. Johnson had a good education and great intelli- 
gence. He wrote in great detail about his own family, 
the Johnsons, and his statements have been checked and 
found to be unusually accurate. it is almost incon- 
ceivable that he could be mistaken as to the identity 
of his wife's mother. If she was Margaret Wocdhull, 
she could, on chronological grounds, only have been 
daughter of the first Richard Woodhull. This gentle- 
man received in 1687 a letter from his cousin Thomas, 
Baron Crewe (not Carew as Dr. Johnson had it, probably 
by word of mouth], and this letter was preserved in the 
family and a facsimile of it appears in the Woodhull 
Genealogy (1904). How these facts should have been 
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known to Dr. Johnson unless his wife belonged maternal- 
ly to the Woodhull family, as he stated, it would be 
difficult to explain. It is true that the Woodhull 
Genealo fails to provide a Margaret Woodhull, but 
this ponk has been found very untrustworthy in its ac- 
count of the first three generations. 

The simplest solution of the problem would be to 
conclude that Col. Floyd married first, Margaret Wood- 
hull, by whom he had Charity (born 1692) and perhaps 
other children; and that he married second, Margaret 
Nicoll, by whom he had Nicoll (born 1705) and others. 
The objection to this solution is that Pelletreau def- 
initely states that Richard Floyd married Margaret Nic- 
oll on 10 Sept. 1686, which would make her mother of 
all the children. Pelletreau evidently was relying on 
a family record or the copy of a family record. One 
may wonder if perhaps this record merely stated that 
Richard and Margaret Floyd were merried on this date, 
without specifying Margaret's maiden name, in which 
case Pelletreau may have supplied the name Nicoll, 
basing it on "family knowledge," that is to say, what 
members of the family told him. If the family record 
gave two marriages for Col. Floyd, Pelletreau ought 
surely to have noted that fact. 

These considerations drive us to the theory that 
Col. Richard Floyd had but one wife, Margaret Woodhull, 
and that her identification as a Nicoll may be based on 
family belief and on her gravestone which may possibly 
not be a contemporary stone. How then account for the 
fact that she named a son Nicoll, and the family be- 
lief that that was her maiden name? Just possibly, 
Dorothy wife of the first Richard Woodhull may have 
been a Nicoll. The family of Nicoll Floyd, understand- 
ing that he derived his given name from his mother's 
side, muy in the course of time have come to believe 
it to be his mother's name instead of his grandmother's 
name. The only difficulty with this solution is, we 
are not sure that Matthias Nicoll was old enough to be 
the father of Richard Woodhull's wife. 

However, this theory would not only reconcile the 
contradictory evidence, but if Nicoll's daughter was 
Mrs. Woodhull with a home in Brookhaven, this would ex- 
plain why Nicoll acquired land there, and why his son 
William settled in that town. Nicoll lived in New 
York. The present writer has seen no records of his 
estate and hence has obtained only fragmentary data 
regarding his children. 

Did Col. Richard Floyd marry Margaret Woodhull or 
Margaret Nicoll or both?

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THE JONES FAMILY OF YARMOUTH 
AND MIDDLEBORO, MASS.

Early in Plymouth Colony records we find several 
references to Teague Jones of Yarmouth, Mass. None of 
the data found names a wife or children and there are 
apparently no records extant that prove he married and 
had a family. However, by 1673 we find mention of Jere 
miah Jones and soon after of Samuel and Josiah, who 
seem of the right age to have been his sons, and that 
was the opinion of Savage (1860) and of Frederick Free- 
man (1858, as gleaned from his Annals of Yarmouth). No 
record has been found to show that they were brothers, 
and probably there is now no possibility of finding 
such a record. Hence we can say only that Teague Jones 
was probably their father. There seems to be no clue 
to the identity of their mother. 

Freeman in his Annals of Yarmouth states that "Yar- 
mouth records prior to 1677 are lost and we have only 
imperfect materials for the early history of this town.” 
We are further handicapped by the lack of land records 
because "fire destroyed Barnstable County Court House 
Oct. 22, 1827 and 93 of the 94 valumes of deeds were 
lost. The Registry now has 32 volumes which contain 
records of deeds which were brought in after the fire 
and again recorded, but thousands including those prior 
to 1800 were not recorded." [Mayflower Descendant, 8: 


1. Teague Jones is first mentioned in Plymouth Col- 
ony Records, 2:91, among five men from Yarmouth w 

went on the Expedition against the Narragansetts Oct. 
28, 1645. He is not in the list of those able to bear 
arms in 1643, ages 16 to 60, which shows that he had 
probably not yet arrived in the Colony unless he was 
under sixteen. There is no record by what ship he ar- 
rived or whence he came or with whom. There is no rea- 
son to believe he was married by 1645, but he may have 
been by 1650. 

Teague Jones is mentioned several times in Plymouth 
Colony Court Records, showing he often came under the 
discipline of the authorities, but he is never mention- 
ed as taking any part in the affairs of the town. An- 
nals of Yarmouth, p. 194: A rate made this year 29 Apr. 
I676 towards the charge of the late war shows both the 
tax-paying inhabitants at this date and their compara- 
tive wealth, and among them we find: Teague Jones 
2.4.00 : Samuel Jones .12.4 : Jeremiah Jones 2.14.00 
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The inventory of James Claghorn dated 21 July 1683 
has an item, “what is due from Teague Jones to the es- 
tate—1 pound" [Plymouth Colony Wills and Inventories, 
yspt.2:48). This is the last date we find Teague men- 
tioned. Savage seems to imply that there may have been 
a Teague Jr., but none of the records mentions a junior 
and the continuity and aspects of the records seem to 
indicate that there was but one Teague Jones. 

No record of his death has been found and no probate 
of an estate, yet he owned property as indicated in the 
above rate and we find mention of "Teague Jones' marsh" 
in the inventory of Benjamin Parker's estate. Since we 
are practically without early land records of Yarmouth, 
we cannot trace this property nor learn whether grants 
were made to Teague or his sons or whether they pur- 
chased what they had. In lieu of a will, Teague may 
have deeded his property to his sons, and this seems to 
be the case since we find no administration or invento- 
ry of his estate. We can only state that he was living 
as late as 21 July 1683, and this date would indicate 
that he was a young man when first he appeared in the 
Colony (1645), possibly born as early as 1620. 

Children: probably the following: no birth records: 


4. Jeremiah?, b. before 1651. 

ii. Josiah, b. about 1652-3; no record of death found; m. 
28 Nov. 1677, Elizabeth Berry, dau. of Richardl 
(Yarmouth V.R,, Mayflower Descendant, 2:208). 

iii. Samuel, b. about 1650-6. He was taxed as above in 
1676. He served in King Philio's War and was one 
of those who received a grant for his services in 
what is now Gorham, Maine. No record of his marri- 
age has been found. Data on this branch of the fam- 
aw oe be found in the History of Gorham, Maine, 
p. 595. 


2. Jeremiah® Jones, born before 1651, died & Nov. 
1705 intestate and administration was granted to his 
son John, 3 Jan. 1705/6 [Barnstable Probate Records, 
2:208-9)]. No record of his marriage has been found, 
but it seems probable from data found in two wills in 
Barnstable County that he was twice married and had at 
least two children. 

He married first, about 1678, Sarah Dillingham, who 
died before 1699 (no record found), daughter of John 
and Elizabeth (Feake) Dillingham. The will of John 
Dillingham, dated 15 Nov. 1707, named his wife Eliza- 
beth, son John, daughters Hannah Thorpe and Rebecca 
Gray, and Sarah Jones's two children (Barnstable County 
Wills, 3:223]). 

He married second, 27 Apr. 1699, Elizabeth (Falland 
Hall; daughter of Thomas! Falland, and widow of Samuel 
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Hall (who died 1693 without issue as seen by his will). 
She died slightly before 10 July 1714. The will of 
Elizabeth Jones of Yarmouth, widow, dated 20 May 1711, 
was probated 10 July 1714; it named her brother Thomas 
Falland; cousin Elizabeth Wheldon, daughter of sister 
Mary; cousin Mary Wheldon, daughter of Thomas [ibid., 
3:341). Her husband, Jeremiah Jones, had died before 
her, and it is clear that she had no surviving issue 
by either husband. 

With regard to the children of Jeremiah Jones, no 
record of their births has been found, but we know from 
his estate papers that he had a son John (probably 
named for his grandfather, John Dillingham), and prob- 
ably a daughter Rebecca, as an item in the inventory of 
his estate shows there was "due to Rebecca Jones 2s. 
2d." It seems reasonable to believe they are the two 
children mentioned in John Dillingham's will, and that 
Rebecca was named for her mother's sister Rebecca Gray. 

Mr. Freeman in his Annals of Yarmouth (p. 208] gives 
the children of Jeremiah as John, Elizabeth, Sarah, 
Hannah, and Rebecca. The writer of this article has 
not been able to find any mention of Elizabeth, Sarah 
and Hannah in the records as children of Jeremiah, and 
believes that Mr. Freeman has confused Elizabeth and 
Sarah, wno were wives not children of Jeremiah, and 
that Hannah was wife of his son John or John's daughter. 

Children: 


i. Rebecca}, b. perhaps 1678-82; history not learned. 
ii. John, b. probably about 1680. 


3. John3 Jones, born probably about 1680; died at 
Middleboro, Mass., shortly before 5 Mar. 1767, intes- 
tate (date his estate was inventoried); married about 
1710, Hannah » whose parentage is unknown. We 
know from the settlement of his estate that she sur- 
vived her husband, ana we know that they had at least 
five children, all of them probably born at Yarmouth 
though only the first three are found recorded. 

John Jones is first mentioned in Barnstable [Probate 
Records, 2:61] in the inventory of the estate of Thomas 
House dated 8 Aug. 1700 as a debtor to the estate. It 
is inferred from this that he was born before 1680. He 
is next mentioned when named administrator of his fa- 
ther's estate, 3 Jan. 1705/6. In the 1712 Division of 
Common Lands, Second Division [Charles F. Swift, Histo- 
ry of Old Yarmouth, p. 129], John Jones, 7 1/2 shares, 
division made by lot; third and final Division, 1713/14, 
to the same proprietors or their successors as the Sec- 
ond Division. The marriage records of Yarmouth and 
Middleboro indicate that the family was still living in 
Yarmouth when the daughter Rebecca married in 1744. 
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The family was living in Middleboro by Feb. 1746/7 
when John Jones and Josiah Jones, then called "of Mid- 
dleboro," bought land of Thomas Peirce, Jr. [Plymouth 
County Deeds, 4.5:263}. 

Jeremiah Jones of Middleboro was named administrator 
of the estate of John Jones late of Middleboro, 25 Mar. 
1767 [Plymouth Probate Records, 17:179]. Inventory of 
the estate, amounting to £76.11.2, was taken 5 March 
1767 [ibid., 19:440]. An agreement of heirs was made 
4 April 1768 and the whole estate was settled on Jere- 
miah, eldest son, "saving to the widow Hannah her 
thirds," and paying to each of the heirs their shares: 
to Rebecca Peirce, daughter; and to Naomi Vaughan, 
Hannah Barron, Elizabeth Jones, and Josiah, Levi, Lo- 
viza and John Jones, legal representatives of Josiah 
Jones deceased [ibid., 20:41]. 

Children of John and Hannah Jones: 


i. Jeremiah4, b. 1 May 1712, Yarmouth; d. at Middleboro, 
shortly before 9 July 1792 (date of inventory of his 
estate, Plymouth Probate Records, 33:13); m. at 
Harwich, 2) Feb. 1738, Phebe Godfree (Mayflower Des- 
cendant, 23:59). 

John, b. & Feb. 1714/15, Yarmouth; no record of death; 
not mentioned in settlement of father's estate, so 
probably d. young. 

Hannah, b. 9 May 1717, Yarmouth; no record of death; 
not mentioned in settlement of father's estate, so 
orobably d. young. 

Rebecca, b. about 1719-20; m. 12 Oct. 17h, Thomas 
Peirce (Middleboro V.R.; intention ? 17 June 17kh, 
Yarmouth V.R,). In the settlement of her father's 
estate, she is called "Rebecca Peirce." 

Josiah, b. about 1721-2; d. Nov. 1762 in the French 
and Indian War. There is no probate of any estate. 
He m. 22 Apr. 177, Naomi Peirce of Middleboro. He 
is called deceased in the settlement of his father's 
estate and all his children are mentioned: Naomi 
Vaughan; Hannah Barron; Elizabeth Jones; and Josiah, 
John, Levi and Loviza, Thomas Peirce being named 
guardian of the youngest four children last named.

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RECENT BOOKS 


History of Peterborough, New Hampshire. By George 
Abbot Morison. Genealogies by Etta M. Smith. Publish- 
ed by Richard R. Smith Publisher, Inc., Rindge, N.H., 
1954. Cloth, 2 vols., 1386 p. 

These two volumes impress your reviewer as a model 
of local history at its best. Few of the old towns 
have been so happy in their historian, their genealo- 
gist, and, one might add, in their publisher. To speak 
first of the mechanical side, the books are a pleasure 
to read and to handle, well printed on good paper and 
beautifully bound. There are many pictures of local 
scenes and houses and numerous maps, including up-to- 
date maps of the town to-day showing the occupants of 
houses. These serve to bring the town vividly before 
the eye, and appropriately the frontispiece shows the 
Grand Monadnock towering in the distance. ‘here is a 
separate index to each of the two "Books" at the end of 
Volume II, adequate though not a complete name index. 

The highest praise must be accorded to Mr. Morison 
for the planning and writing of the historical sections 
which constitute the major part of the work. There are 
sections devoted to settlement, ecclesiastical affairs 
(an appendix gives further details of the Mormon Church 
in Peterborough), education, agriculture, manufacturing, 
wars and military matters, the MacDowell Colony (this 
chapter written by Mrs. MacDowell), and many others. 
Mr. Morison writes in an entertaining as well as in- 
formative way, and in good idiomatic English, which 
maxes this history much more readable than the average 
local history. At the same time, it is clear that be- 
hind this lucid writing there was an immense amount of 
research and collecting of reliable data. One of the 
most interesting chapters is entitled "More and More 
Government" which carries one from the old New England 
village of town meetings, farming out the poor and 
warning out undesirables to the modern town with its 
more enlightened but more expensive methods. The anec- 
dotal method brings the “old times" to life. 

The genealogies are full and well done for the past 
hundred years and will gain in reference value as the 
years pass. For the earlier genealogy of the older 
Peterborough families, direct reference is made to the 
history of the town published in 1876 by Dr. Albert 
Smith. 

Despite the parochial nature of this type of history 
and the numerous details that are applicable specifi- 
cally to the town of Peterborough, this book is a dis- 
tinct contribution to American history in general be- 
cause it so well describes the evolution of a colonial 
village into a modern town.

Offprint 
from Delaware History, September 1954, pp. 140-158. 

This important work continues, edited with copious 
informative notes. It is so valuable to the history 
and genealogy of this region, that we hope it may be 
published eventually as a single volume with its own 
index. The chief fault with the present serial publi- 
cation is, it will take too long before all the records 
and notes become available!

This society is very active in forwarding the in- 
terests of its members. The bulletins are mimeographed 
on long sheets which are folded twice for mailing, and 
library subscribers have to file them in larye folders 
like some newspaper columns. With this issue, the use- 
ful work began of publishing the early marriage records 
of King County, Washington, starting in 1853. We feel 
that library subscribers would be better pleased with 
a page of smaller size, unstapled, and with wider mar- 
gins at the left for binding. ‘The work itself is valu- 
able, and the question of greater accessibility in 
libraries or even in private hands is therefore impor- 
tant. 


A new genealogical column has been started in the 
Lodi Times. It is conducted by Naomi McCallum Carey 
(Mrs. Thomas J, Carey), P.O. Box 95, Lodi, California, 
and is believed to be the only newspaper column of this 
sort in California. 


We should like to publish a list of newspapers which 
now publish or have ever published genealogical col- 
umns, with date of first issue, also of last issue if 
extinct. Perhaps some subscriber with access to large 
libraries and nothing to do (!) would compile such a 
list, to be published under his or her name. 
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
